WESTERN 
LITERATURE 
IN CHINA. 


Nor long ago we reviewed the 
first number of a magazine newly 
published in Shanghai under the 
title of the “All Story Monthly” 
which contained nothing but trans- 
Jations into Chinese o° English 
novels, That magazine, if we are 
not mistaken, died the death of so 
many similar ventures in other 
lands. But the taste at whicl 
was directed lives on and multiplies, 
as evidenced, among other witnesses, 
by an oxtremely interesting letter 
from the Shanghai correspondent 
of “The Times” which has lately 
come to hand. The picture of a 
Chinese public immersed in the 
thrills of an English novel is too 
incongruous to be easily reconciled 
with our traditional ideas of Chi: 
nese thought and Chinese insularity. 
But it is one that we must accept 
in our estimation of the new China 
which is now coming to the Hirth. 
Elsewhere the enormous increase 
during recent years in the popularity 
of Dickens’ among his own 
countrymen has been remarked : 
and it is something to put, along- 
side of this that translations of 
Dickens command a steady sale 
in China, Allowance must be made 
for the difference of the Oriental 
and the Occidental attitude towards 
matters of love and sentiment, on 
which a Western writer so much 
depends. In the popular Chinese 
novel “ Yu Chiao Li,” it may be 
remembered, the wr'ter has no dif- 
ficulty with a hero who falls in love 
with two ladies. He marries both 
and all three live“ happily 
ever after.” Thus it is not dif- 
ficult to understand how “to 
the Celestial mind the love affairs 
of David Copperfield can only 
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detract from the human interest.” 
Stories of adventure, however, are 
unfailingly popular ; perhaps as 
the natural complement of the 
ordinarily peace-loving and un- 
eventful lives of the nese. 
Detective stories are eagerly eunght 
ap; and these may well accord 
with accepted notions of the Oriental 
mind as shrewd and complex. La 
Dame aur Camilias is said to be 
the most widely read of Westera 
stories in China ; and it is worth 
remembering that the Japanese 
actress Sada Yacco has made her 
greatest “ hit ” in a dramatized ver- 
sion of the same romance. Jvanhoe 
Treasure Island, Robinson Crusoe 
and Sherlock Holmes are yerevsi 
welcomed. Beyond such as these 
there is “a large sale of sensational 
stories published in J 

shockers of an unedifying descrip- 
tion” : and since the influence of 
this class of reading is presumably 
pernicious in any mind, it is rightly 
contended that the provision of a 
hundred good books suitable for 
Chinese readers would be of the 
greatest help to the cause of eiviliza- 
tion. Here is an obvious sngyes- 
tion for Lord Avebury with the 
advice, perhaps, of the China 
Society. 

Attractive as these considerations 
are from a psychological point of 
view their real importance lies in 
the indication they afford of the 
striking social changes now at work 
in China. These changes may be said 
to date from the time of the Chino- 
Japanese war. Stirred the

feat, the people of the Middle King- 
dom appear to have realized then 
for the first time the possibilities of 
Western education ; and ss it is 
legitimate to believe that the desire 
to retain their own country for 
themselves, and to get back what of 
it has slipped into the control of 
foreign hands, is even more the 
ruling passion of the Chinese than 
of other nations, an explanation is 
easily found for the eagerness with 
which foreign learning is now pur- 
sued. It is possible the Chinese are 
inclined to regard that learning too 
much as a talisman ; to confuse the 
thing in itself with the results it is 

















ly to achieve either as produc- 
tive of moral principle or when 
grafted upon an ancient and already 
exalted code of ethics. Such a 
mental confusion would be a natural 
legacy from the days of the older 
code when proficiency in archery 
was considered as much a qualifica- 
tivn for naval servics as the ability 
to sail a boat. But the remarkzble 
feature of the new tendencies is 
that thoy have originated among 
the masses of the population instead 
of spreading downwards from 
above as_was the case with Japan, 
True to its principle of endorsing 
pubiic opinion rather than guiding, 
the Chinese Government has set 
itself with noticeable diligence to 
he objects which it feels 
saily dectred. ‘There is 
a marked contrast betweea the 
officieney of the Doara of Educa- 
tion established in 1305, and the 
indeterminate of otter schemes of 
reform which flicker uncertai 
through the maze of intrigue and 
caprice which fogs the action of 
the Peking Government. At. the 
present time, we are told, there are 
three principal agencies for the 
dissemination of educational litera- 
ture. The Commercial Press comes 
first. It is described as a well- 
managed and progressive company 
with branches all over the Empire, 
and it issues books of the type 
known in Europe as “first readers” 
within the reach of 
Next in order, but less 
praiseworthy in general style and 
nent, are the books which come 
quantities from Japan, 
there are the missionary 
associations which are putting upon 
the Chinese market an enormous 
mass of entirely non-theological 
books dealing with such subjects as 
mathematics and mechanics, philo- 
sophy, political economy and the art 
of government, military science, 
hygiene and history. 

What, then, is to be the result of 
this influx of western thought upon 
the minds of the Chinese?" As yet 
there are but the most general in 
dications, and those, it must be 
confessed, are not altogether satis- 
factory. Upon the good side we 
have fo reckon the gradual assimi- 
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lation into Ministries at Peking, 
noted from time to time by our cor- 
respondent in the Capital, of offi- 
cials trained in the new learning. 
Much, no doubt, of this reor- 
ganization is due to the influence 
of H. E. Yuan Shih and it 
permissible to imagine that his 
motives are different from tho-e of 
his fellow Grand (Councillors whom 
he has persuaded to this course of 
action, But whatever the motive, 
from the point of view of foreign 
Powers we can only congratulate 
ourselves upon the fact. Further 
thaa this, in the inereasing cordiality 
between Viceroys and Governors 
and foreign missionaries, which is 
constantly recorded in our outport 
letters, we may see another bene- 
ficial effect of the desire for the 
new learning. In so far as local 
officials begin to feel that the 
work of foreigners, whether mis- 
sionary or otherwise, is construc- 
tive and not destructive, China 
has made a long step towards a 
renaissance which no one oculd 
wish to deny her. Ayainst these 
two assets we have to admit thix 
undeniable disadvantage, that the 
new learning tends to disruption ; 
whereasthe old learning, which gave 
to the quite independent class of 
literati the control of public opinion, 
has more than once saved the 
Empire from disintegration into 
a number of minor kingdoms. 
Already the power of the literati is 
undermined. Othello’s occupation, 
if not actually goue, appears to he 
going rapidly; and it is not to he 
supposed that Othello will accept 
his dismissal without protest. An 
unpleasant distinction is drawn by 
“The Times” correspondent between 
students educated on Western lines 
at home and those educated abroad 
to the great disadvantage of the 
latter. Such students, in acquiring 
discontent with the methods of 
their own country ure described 
as becoming only more inflamed 
against the foreigner. Their influ- 
ence is reduced to pure agitation ; 
and thus we may read a new 
meaning into the efforts of Viceroy 
Tuan Fang, who is certainly not to 
be accused of reactionary feelings, 
to limit the numbers of students 
sent to Japan, whose influence on 
young Chinese is said to be the most 
deleterious. Underneath the sur- 
face of cross currents and feverish 
enthusiams, thers remains the vast 
body of Chinese, slow to move, con- 
servative and peace-loving. (‘om- 
pared with them the numbers of 
those who have imbibed the 
new learning are infinitesimal ; 
and however violent their teach- 
ing may be, its force must 
be nearly dissipated before it can 
have penetrated beyond the confines 




















of their unheard fellow-countrymen. 
What we cannot overlook is the 
fact that a change has begun in 
China which is not likely to go 
hackwards. But it is legitimate to 
hope that before the heart of the 
Empire is touched its brain will 
have grown cooler.

A Monicrpan Notification in 
this issue contains the official 
Resolutions to be submitted to the 
Ratepayers’ Meeting on March 20, 
and reminds the commanity that 
only a week remains in which 
notice can be given of addi- 
tional motions to be brought 
before that meeting. No time, 
therefore, should be lost in con- 
sidering carefully the contents of 
the Council’s programme and in 
preparing other resolutions on sub- 
jects on which it is desirable that, 
an expression of opinion should be 
forthcoming to serve as a direct 
mandate or a guiding principle for 
the new Council. The publication 
of the Municipal Budget for the 
coming year has prepared Rate- 
payors for increased taxation, and 
it is unnecessary to go over the 
ground covered ‘at the time when 
wo dealt with the Estimates 
seriatim. Briefly put, the question 
at issue is whether, having decided 
that a certain standard must be 
maintained in matters affecting the 
public welfare, the community is 
prepared to meet increasing  ex- 
penditare by corresponding addi- 
tions to existing taxation. From 
je to time an adjustinent of 
expenditure as between the verious 














houses be reduced by one quarter 
from July 1, 1908, or from such 
other early date and in such man- 
ner as may appear advisable to the 
Council for 1908-9.”

Resolution XI provides for the elec- 
tion of four Governors of the General 
Hospital for the ensuing year, and 
we would gladly see the occasion 
improved by ‘a searching dis- 
cussion upon the whole status ot 
this institution. In view of what 
is generally known or believed re- 
garding the conditions that obtain 
to-day in the General Hospital 
—monetary stringency, a devoted 
sisterhood, not wholly trained as 
professional nurses, taxed beyond 








practical instincts of self-preser- 
vation would have caused general 
attention to be directed to the 
pressing need for reorganization. 
Tt would seom, however, to be true 
of Shanghai as of other communi- 
ties, that it is incapable of interest- 
ing itself in more than one public 
question ata time. Last year the 
Police Force crowded out all other 
subjects ; this year it may be that the 
removal of a “ moral stain ” is held 
to be of more importance than the 
care of human life, and thus an- 
other twelve months may pass before 
a state of affairs that urgently calls 
for reform can be discussed. It 
must be admitted that the question 
is one that excludes all considera 
tions of self-interest ; the reorganiz~ 
ation of the Hospital will clash 
with vested interests, will impose a 
burden upon the Municipal reven 
and will evoke consider=b!e op] 
tion.

THE EMPEROR'S 


LETTER. 
March 10. 


Tue German Emperor, it has 
been airersly remerked on mere 
than one occasion, has a g>nius for 
dramatic intervention. A cynic 
wight retort that ic 1» casy for 
crowned heads to be dramrtic at 
the expense of disereticr ; and 
would quote in point the letter to 
Lord Preedmouth which for three 
days has kept the world’s cables 
throbbing. But in the present in- 
stance we may so far disagree with 
the cynic as to believe that nothing 
was farther from the Emperor 
Williat mind than any desire 
towards international — footlighta. 
At the first disclosure of the letter’s 
existence it was impossible not to 
revall how the Emperor made use 
of a visit to England to attempt to 
influence the British Government 
in favour of his Baghdad railway 
schemes. But subsequent informa- 
tion bas put the letter to Lord 
Tweedmocth in a different light. 
If the teegrams which we publish 
to-day from German sources may 
be relied upon, His Majesty is so 
far conscience-clear as to the 
letter’s contents that he is a, 
able to their being published, if the 
British Government wishes it: and 
apart altogether from Mr. Asquith’s 
statement that the Navy Esti:nates 
for 1908 had taken definite shape 
before the letter arrived, there is

an evident sincerity about the Em- 
peror’s exclamation that, just as he 
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would reject any forcign attempt 
to decide the proportions of Ger- 
many’s Fleet, so would he repudiate 
the idea of interfering with the 
affairs of the British Navy. At 
this juncture we have Lord Tweed- 
mouth’s unveiled hint at Lord 
Esher’s letter to the “ Imperial 
Maritime League ” to convince us 
that, if the German Emperor's 
communication was not one of 
extreme indiscretion, it was without 
doubt of a startlingly personal 
character. 

By a piece of good fortune the 
mail containing Lord Esher’s letter 
has reached Shanghai in time for 
us to reproduce it in extenso on 
another page of this issue. Of the 

recise constitution of the Imperial 

ritime League we are unaware, 
except that it has been founded 
in rivalry to the Navy League and 
that of iés two representatives who 
applied to Lord Esher for his 

tronage one, Mr. L. G. Horton 
Brith, “a young barrister ‘who 
has attained some distinction as 
a commentator on Sophocles and 
Shakespeare and a_ student of 
philology. The luck of “any 
authority whatever upon questions 
of naval or Imperial defence” has 
struck Lord Esher forcibly, and he 
remarkscaustically upon the absence 
from among the League's members 
of Lord Spencer, Lord Selborne, 
Lord George Hamilton, Lord Caw- 
dor or Sir Frederick Richards. 
But if we are ignorant of the 
names of the Imperial Maritime 
League, Lord Esher's severe rebuke 
leaves us in no doubt as to the 
party to which they belong. For 
some months there has been in 
formation a growing body of dis- 
content, which could count on the 
support of at least one great 
London paper, directed against Sir 
John Fisher | ersonally and against 
the policy which he was held to 
subserve. It has been said, and 
here we are obliged to use the 
plainest terms, that the First Sea 
Lord is so convinced of his own 
omnipotence that he was willing to 
accept from the Liberal Govern- 
ment something less than what he 
had quoted to the Conservatives as 
the irreducible minimum, because 
he believed that his own continu- 
ance in power was sufficient 
guarantee of the country’s naval 
welfare. This is not the place to dis- 
cuss the merits either of Sir John 
Fisher’s policy or of the Govern- 
ment’s nayal estimates. But even if 
we could bring ourselves to believe 
that Lord Tweedmouth could deli- 
berately sacrifice the national safety 
toa “village pump,” or that any 
British naval officer might be found 
to aid and abet him in so doing, 
there remains the incontrovertible 
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evidence of Lord Esher’s letter 
that Sir John Fisher's plan of 
naval reorganization as it has since 
been carried ont was elaborated 
nearly four and a half years ago. 
Unfortunately Lord Esher has 
allowed his indignation to carry 
him beyond his well-merited snub 
to the Imperial Maritime League 
into a grave error of tact. The 
closing paragraph of his letter was 
hardly to be expected from a son 
of that shrewd Master of the Rolls 
whose favourite consideration for 
any course of action was, “Is it 
business?” There is no reason 
why the letter should not have 
stopped short. at the previons sen- 
tence ; and the only apparent use 
for the concluding words is that 
they may be turned against Lord 
Esher himself, with this slight 
alteration, that “ there is not a man 
in Germany from the Emperor 
downwards, who would not feel 
himself offended by such a sug- 
gestion thus publicly made.” 

From this point of view the 
German Emperor's letter to Lord 
Tweedmouth, at the contents of 
which we may now make a fairly 
liberal guess, assumes a more 
nutural, although a still regrettable 
aspect. According to Mr. Asquith 
the communication was “purely 
personal and private.” There is 
nothing inconsistent in this with 
what is generally known of the 
Emperor William's character. With 
an extraordinary faculty for ma- 
jestic pose in public, he unites the 
power of completely unbending in 
private, and the imposing frown of 
the emperor is but a mask upon the 
remarkable fascinations of the man. 
During his recent visit to England, 
so much of which was spent 
incognito, there is no doubt but 
that the Emperor would have put 
himself on terms of intimacy with 
the chief Ministers of the Crown. 
Toa man of his impetuosity, smart- 
ing under the affront conveyed by 
Lord Esher’s letter, what would 
seem more natural than to write 
privately to Lord Tweedmouth 
protesting that it was of little use 
for himself and the Empress to 
visit England, or to attempt to 
instil a more conciliatory tone into 
the German Press, if the good 
relationships of the two countries 
were to be jeopardized by such 











unguarded ‘words from men 
of name and position? If the 
letter is no more dangerous 


than what we have ventured to 
conjecture, there is no reason why 
the British and German peoples 
should not continue to sleep as 
tranquilly as before it was dis- 





patched. But whether dangerous 
or innocuous, such letters can only 
be looked upon as a mischievous 
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iolation of the whole principle of 
diplomatic intercourse. Theoret~ 
ically, and the soundness of the 
theory has been tested by cen- 
turies of experience, two Govern- 
ments, whether they be democratic 
or autocratic, can only deal with 
one another as the representatives 
of the whole nation, without ques- 
tion of personal relationships. 
Where informal communications 
become advisable (and we are far 
from suggesting that Lord Esher’s 
slip did not call for some cor- 
rection) there is the Ambassador, 
specially charged to receive it, In 
the present instance there was the 
less reason for overlooking this 
functionary in view of the con- 
spicuously friendly feeling with 
which the Emperor William re- 
gards Sir Frank Lascelles. The 
only possible conclusion is that the 
letter should be published ; as much 
in vindication of this principle as 
for the mutual satisfaction of two 
nations so lutely restored to feelings 
of goodwill. These consideratio: 
cannot be disregarded ; even if, in 
respect of them, Lord Esher should 
have to suffer the recoil of that 
reprimand which he has rightly 
bestowed on the Imperial Maritime 
League. 











THE TATSU MARU 
CASE. 


March 11. 
AvtHovan more than a month 
has elapsed since the Japanese 


steamer the Tatsu Maru was seized 
off Macao by the Chinese authorit- 
ies on February 5 on the charge of 
smuggling arms and ammunition 
into China, it was not until two 
days ago that the prospect of a 
settlement of the question was 
reported. According to Reuter’s 
Agency the Chinese Government 
has now apologized to Japan for 
the offence of hauling down the 
Japanese flag and has promised to 
punish the officials responsible for 
the insult ; at the same time, how- 
ever, it withholds a reply on the 
subject of the arms and ammuni- 
tion. Whether this action on the 








part of China will be held by 
Japan to have closed the incident 
has not been made known at pre- 
sent ; but it isclear that it contains 
the basis of the only satisfactor 

solution of China’s dilemma. Fé 
good case has been spoiled by 
someone’s blunder. Few will deny 
that the provocation under whicl 

China acted was real; the re- 
volutionary element is more firmly 
established and more active in the 
South than elsewhere in the Em- 
pire, and the importation of arms 
and ammunition, that in the absence 
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of evidence to the contrary must be 
regarded as intended for use against. 
the Government, becomes more 
flagrant and exasperating when it 
is conducted openly. 
ever, has no right to seek redress: 
by violating another Power's ter- 
ritorial waters (if we may accept: 
the accuracy of the version that 
places the seizure of the Tatsu 
Maru within two and a half miles 
of the Macao coast), nor by offering 
an insult to the flag of the country 
whose subjects are wronging her 
in their individual capacity. She 
showed commendable alertness in 
following the movements of the 
suspect vessel ; but her subsequent 
action was crude enough to put her 
out of court in her attempt to 
profit by her information. Diplo- 
matic usage requires her offence to 
be styled a grave one, and there 
should have been less delay in 
withdrawing from an untenable 
position, 

Full recognition of the serious- 
ness of China’s blunder, however, 
does not mitigate the extent of the 
disservice she has suffered at 
Japan’s hands. The Japanese official 
version of the incident allows 
that the rifles and ammunition in 
question—a somewhat formidable 
consignment—were sold by the 
Awaya Company of Osaka ¢o the 
Ataka firm at Macao. Japanese 
Custoins officials were cognizant of 
the export, and in view of the 
chronic unrest in South China, 
it would have been a friendly 
act on the part of the Japanese 
authorities to have given the 
Chinese Government opportunity 
to state whether the introduction of 
these munitions wus in order. It 
may be quite true that the cireum- 
stances attending the dispatch of 
the goods precluded the technical 
charge of smuggling ; but the 
knowledge that, once the arms 
and ammunition were landed at 
Macao, it would be difficult or 
impossible to prevent them from 
finding their way into revolutionary 
hands afforded China ample excuse 
for her anxiety to be of 
them beforehand. More intimate 
knowledge of the rales of interna- 
tional comity would have spared 
China her present humiliation ; but! 
it is possible that behind the dilatory 
conduct of the Central Government 
to admit itself in the wrong may be 
another conflict of authority  be- 
tween Peking and the provinces. 
This view is supported by the 
eagerness of the \‘anton Viceroy to 
send a personal exponent of "his 
case to the Capital ; but again an 
illustration is afforded of the 
national danger arising from an 
administrative system that would 
allow provincial authorities to in- 
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al 
Empire. On the other hand we 
iy welcome the tacit admission 


tion, reported to

the traffic in arms and ammunition 
hetween Japan and China. 

With such knowledge as we have 
at present of the details of the Tatsu 
Mara incident, it he doubted 
whether by itself it offers sufficient 
ground for an appeal to the Hague 
Tribunal. If the circumstances are 
as alleged, China may well. ri 
herself of a grave predicament by 
an unreserved apolozy and rel 
upon Japan's good sense to meet 
her in regard to the disposal of the 
offending cargo. There can be no 
ion that such high-handed 
ion as that of the officers of 
the Chinese yunboats has afforded 
hefore now a casus belli, The 
incident, indeed, serves to show 
























how close the existing — ten- 
sion between the two countries 
may come to an open rapture, 











While we cannot exempt Japan 
from blame, it would he idle to 
ignore the fact that China would 
seem to have learned nothing from 
the experience of recent years. 
Her action in the seizure of the 
Tatsn Mara and her subsequent 
attitude bear fatal resemblance to 
the demeanour she adopted towards 
foreigners fifty or » hundred years 
ayo. It would be well, therefore, 
if she could take a lesson from the 
present contretemps. There are 
numerous points at issuo between 
herself and Japan, and in any one, 
even though her case be of the 
strongest, a false move due to 
arrogance or contempt for dip- 
lomatie procedure may bring her to 
the verge of a national disister. 
The submission of other ontstand- 
ing questions to The Hague before 
she is tempted to strain the cord of 
diplomacy to breaking point would 
give China a far stronger case than 
she will have, if she waits till she 
is forved to accept arbitration.

Ir is the natural penalty of the 
exclusive interest which Americans 
devote to their own affairs 
same subject is seldom 
rouse great enthusiasm in the out- 
side worli. For this, however, 
the outside world cannot altogether 
be blamed. Domestic polities in 
any country are diffienlt for the 
foreigner to understand; and in 
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the case of the United States the 
difficulty is increased by the size of 
the country, the unfamiliar nature 
of the constitution, and the ex- 
traordinary number and — com= 
plexity of cross currents of feel- 
ing and local interests which fog 
the main trend of political life. But 
from time to time the fog lifts and 
it is possible to view the conflict of 
parties as a clear issue. Such an 
oceasion appears to be marked by 
the New York Republican Con- 
vention's decision to adopt Gov- 
ernor Huyhes as its candidate for 
the Presidency; and with the 
yeneral nomination of candidates 
only three months distant and the 
Presidential elections due to take 
place in the autumn, the moment 
appears propitious for some attempt 
to estimate the considerations at 
stuke. For the events of Mr. 
Roosevelt's lust years of office have 
lent unusual importance to the 
question of who is to succeed him, 
nd the outside world cannot be un- 
ffected by the result. The more 
or less abortive campaign against 
the Trusts was followed — by 
a financial crisis through which, if 
it was only indirectly attributable 
to Mr. Roosevelt’s campaign, he 
has none the less lost ground in the 
of his countrymen for the 
appalling economic distress it has 
caused. Since Mr. Roosevelt’ has 
repeatedly declared his absolute de- 
termination not to stand for re-elec- 
tion he can afford to disregard for 
himself the animosity of private 
interests. But it is clear that he 
has set his heart on Mr. W. H. Taft 
as his successor, and Mr, Taft is 
committed, beyond power of wit 
drawal, even if he had the wish, to 
follow the same policy. It is pos- 
sibly in this, rather than in a literal 
sense, that we should read the 
whimsical exclamation attributed to 
Mr. Roosevelt. It is Taft or I 
as next President.” For after all, 
“ the play's the thing,” and it mat- 
ters little whether we are to havea 
Taft-Hamlct or a Roosevelt-Hamlet 
so long as the main lines of the plot 
against the wicked uncle Trusts are 
preserved from change. But it 
remains to be seen whether the 
public will receive Hamlet with 
plaudits or with the rotten eggs 
which are common alike to theatres 
and electioneering. 

Against Mr. Taft but one candi- 
date appears for the Democratic 
party, namely Mr. W. J. Bryan, and 
it must be admitted that he occupies 
a strong position, apart altogether 
from the influence which his jsola- 
tion bestows on him. Whut his 
methods would be if he were act- 
ually sent to the White House it is 
impossible to predict. But it is 
certain that he has an enormous 
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body of unquestioning adherents, he 
is a born agitator, 2 man who can 
make speeches and coin phrases 
that set the ears of the whole con- 
tinent tingling, an unequalled “elec- 
tioneerer.” considerations 
may give pause to the sober body of 
‘American electors, for the most 
brilliant figure on the hastings is 
not necessarily the most solid in 
office. There is evidence, indeed, 
that Democrats in the Southern 
States would be glad to put up a 
man against him and are only pro- 
vented by the fact that no man could 
be found with the necessary courage 
to stand. Mr. Bryan is described 
as having the whole machinery of 
the party under his thumb, with 
‘which he could simply beat any 
rival out of the field. Anticipations 
of the spoils ‘of warfare to be enjoy- 
ed under Mr. Bryan’s leadership 
farther appear to have been effectual 
in stopping the mouths of Democrat 
malcontents, and it is generally felt 
in America that Mr. Bryan alone 
will take the field against the Re- 
publicans.

THE LATE CARDINAL 
RICHARD. 


The death of the venerable Arch- 
bishop of Paris has set free some 
interesting details of the secret history 
of the rupture between Church and 
State in France. Cardinal Richard 
was an enthusiast for the policy of 
studied conciliation towards the French 
Repablic which was consistently followed 
by Leo XIII and the ex-Secretary of 
State Cardinal Rampolla during the last 
years of the late Pontiff’s reign. This 
‘enthusiasm, however, may be thought 
to have been a factor in the ultiuate 
breach between France and the Vatican, 
if the following story related by 
Jean Bonnefon, who is well known for|™ 
his intimacy with the inner affairs of 
the Vatican, may be believed. Shortly 
before the’ ruptore was complete, 
Cardinal Richard, in spite of his eighty- 
seven years, jonrneyed to Rome to 
warn Pope Pius X that the conduct of 
the Nuncio Lorenzelli in Paris was 
leading to the divorce of the Charch 
from France. Cardinal Richard was 
listened to with the deference duie 
to his great age. But _anfor- 
tunately, it is said, Cardinal Richard 
some years ago gave Leo XIII a 
personal promise that in the next 
Conclave he would vote for Cardinal 
Rampolla as the successor to the Chair 
of Peter. This promise he faithfolly 
kept even after Cardinal Rampoll: 
nomination had been vetoed by Austria, 
and the inference is that Pius X, who 
like imany saintly men is 























owed tO 
be petty, rejected the good advice that 


the Archbishop offered him as coming 
from an interested quarter. The only 
drawback to this story of M. Bonnefon's 
is that whatever advice the Archbishop 
might have offered, the policy of the 
French Government had already taken 
‘a definite shape before which it was 
logically impossible for such a man 
‘as the present Pope, who is guided 
parely by religious considerations and 
not in the least by diplomatic, to 
give way. But the story is characteristic 
‘of Cardinal Richard who certainly 
strove with all his might to avoid a 
breach. The late Cardinal was a man 
of great but secret charities. He came 
into the priesthood a rich man ; he died 
1 poor one. But he owed his influence 
‘and the respect in which he was held 
by his countrymen chiefly to the fact 
that he was before all else a Frenchman 
and tre patriot. One little story in 
illastration of this may be told in con- 
clusion. When the Tsar and Tsarites 
visited Paris, the Cardinal prepared to 
welcome them in Notre Dame. “The 
head of the Church in France cannot,

advance is being made. It may be 
pointed out, however, that though the 
officials are reported to be dilatory, the 
Anti-opium Societies are on the alert, 
and are exerting themselves in various 
ways to make the officials take action, 
and, at the same time, to create a new 
public opinion. A special correspon 
dent from a district near Swatow 
that thongh the edicts have been 
published so many months, they might 
as far as practical effects go, have never 
been published at all. They are un- 
known. The officials in this region are 
said to be opium smokers, and there is 
little Tikelibood that there can be any 
improvement amongst ‘the masses. 
Then around Samshui, on the North 
River, the same complaints are made. 
It is true the Viceroy's orders ha 
been published, and 
su to be in possession of thei 
contents. But when the local magis- 
trates send out yamén runners to see 
that they are carried into effect, the 
ranners are bribed by the owners of 
opium dens and so no advance is made. 
thongh it is well known that 
no one is allowed to sell opium to » 
customer who is not provided with » 
licence, these opium dealers pay no 
attention to this rule, but sell to any 
one who has the cash in hand with 
which to pay for the drug. 

Lastly, I saw a report in which the 
Viceroy of Canton himself has been 
making some pew regulations in order 
to prevent smuggling in native grown 

iam. It is said that since the 

ew Year, for some reason, the 
‘y| price of native opium has increased. 
There is, therefore, in this, a strong 
temptation to unprincipled men to 
smuggle opium into the province. I am 
not quite sure that I have under- 
stood fally all that has been done 
by the Viceroy. It is clear, however, 
from the reports that he has taken actio1 
not to snppress the trade in ni 
opiam, but to conserve the revenue for 
the province. He has prepared a 
ec pass or permit, and without this 
special pass no one is allowed to sell 
native opium in the province. The 
older were of such # nature 
that they could easily be counterfeited. 
Hence the new departure, All these 
facts, and there is no reason to believe 
that the reporters are exaggerating ip 
what they say, go to prove that there 
is no sincere effort on the part of the 
officials to put down the smoking 
amongat the people. 

On the other hand, it is clear that 
the Anti-Opium Societies are on the 
alert.

Perhaps in China the plant may be 
successful, the sunflower oil-sced cake is 
valued at £7 a ton and is unrivalled as 
‘cattle food, fowls thrive on it, and the 
stems and leaves also make good fudder. 
This all sounds promising for countries 
like India where fodder famines are 
perennial, but in practise it is most dis- 
appointing, althongh the flower grows 
freely, the seed produced is generally 
hollow and worthless, and the yield very 
small. The Indian “ marghi” sco 
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treads the sunflower plant underfoot, 
‘and utterly refuses even to look at it. 
Tn India so far, at the best, the returos 
of the seed when made into oil cake, 
are less than the profits from mustard 
and linseed. There seems something 
wrong here, the cultivator is probably 
partly at fault, but when he is joined 
by the stubborn fowl and starving 
bullock, what can be done to frustrate 
them all for their good. Nothing new:

THE CHILDREN'S OMARTER, 


For their first important measure of 
the Session Ministers have wisely select 
ed one which arouses no party feelingand 
which is safe to pass into law with no 
substantial modifications, whatever may 
happen to other measures, or to the 
Government themselves, before the end 
of the year. This is the “Children’s 
Charter,” asit has been dobbed, a Bill 
for consolidating and amending a large 
number of Acts passed in recent years 
for the protection of children. ‘This 
Bill will practically pat an end 
to the imprisonment of children 
or “young persons under the age of 
sixteen.” Except in a few special 
cases young offenders will be punished 
by other means : or, if they are impri- 
soned .at all, it will be in houses 
‘of detention "erected for the special 
purpose of housing young people await- 
ing trial or ander remand. Speci 
courts, too, are to sit everywhere to try 
children, who are to be zealously kept 
from contact with adult criminals, 
Then the measure will do something to 
reduce the fearful tribe of children who 
every year are overlain or burnt to death, 
‘There are nt present about sixteen 
hundred annnally of each class. In 
fatare, it would seem, an appearance at 
8 police-court as well as at an inquest 
will be inevitable in every stch case, 
though, whero nothing worse than 
negligence is proved, the penalty will 
not he leary. Another, and perhaps 
a more debatable set of provisions will 
make it punishable offence to sell 
tobacco or cigarettes to a boy or girl 
under sixteen, and» punishable 
offence for any one under sixteen to 
smoke in a strest or public place.

No one can regret more than 
the directors do, as, they are largely 
interested in the Company, that the 
result” of the year’s operations 
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not given a better return than our 
accounts show, but they have had 
many difficulties to contend with 
which it is hoped may not occur in the 
near future, As you are all doubt- 
less aware, the trade of Shanghai gener- 
ally bas been ino state of stegnation 
‘and depression during 1907 ; nearly all 

dustrial undertaxings worked 
without profit, if not at an actual 
loss during the year, and it is therefore 
not surprising that the Flour Mill has. 
not proved an exception, and I may 
say that any Shanghai Flour Mill that 
can close its accounts for the year with- 
out loss must be deemed fortunate. 
The year 1907 opened with fairly good 
prospects; a good demand for flour was 
experienced, but very soon a scarcity of 
native wheat was experienced and we 
were compelled to import wheat from 
the Pacific Coast and Australia, which 
enabled us to keep the mill working but 
with only a sual margin of profit. As 
you also. know, enormous supplies of 
Hour were imported for the relief of 
the terrible famine in the North of this 
h | province and in Kiangsi, a considerable 
portion of which arrived late and was 
disposed of in this market for the benc- 
fit of the famine fand, money being then 
of greater use to the Relief Committee 
than food supplies ; this, coming on the 
top of an already weak market, depressed 
prices very seriously and although our 
‘stock was sold, we were compelled to 
hold it for a considerable time on ac- 
count of our buyers, at rather a heavy 
cost to the company, 

The wheat crop of 1907 war an 
excellent one as regards quality, but 
owing to the inundations of 1906 the 

sereage under cultivation was much 
smaller than usual; prices were conse- 
quently high, supplies from neighbour- 
ing sources were soon exhausted, and 
wheat had to be imported from more 
remote hegre cousiderably increasing 
ite cost. As regards our accounts, I 
must first point out a small clerical 
error of Tls, 1.00 in the amount to be 
carried forward, namely Tis. 5,994.70 
in place of Tis. 5,995.70. Then with 
reference to buildings: The additions 
durii.; 1907 refer entirely to the wheat 
godowns ; the amount of Tis. 3,672.04 
represents not only repairs but a per- 
manent betterment ; also the construc- 
tion of a godown for the wheat con- 
veyor.

9,492.08, or roughly about 596 on 
the value of our machinery. Pi 
The figure at which this stands in our 
books is a very low one indeed, its 
actual value being very largely in excess 
of the book value. Stocks: As men- 
tioned in the report, most of the stocks 
were sold prior to December 31 last 
and the unsold portion has since been 
realised at higher prices than the valus- 
tion taken at that date. With regard 
to the working of the mill during the 
past year, it is with satisfaction the 
directors can report that a great im- 
provement has taken plaoe all round—

Aw 
you will have seen, we began the year 
with a balance at credit of profit 
and loss account of Taels 50,663.40, 
and now carry forward Taels 
26,129.27 only; the working, after 
deduction of renewals, interest,’ etc., 
showing, a loss of Tacls 24,534.13. 
Your directors greatly regret the 
unsatisfactory results attained during 
the year under review. As you are no 
doubt aware the year has ocen one of 
deplorable depression all ronnd, and 












proportionately. It has, in fact, been 
the worst year experienced for some 
considerable time, the unsatisfactory 
ion being mainly attributable to 
the following sdverse circumstances : 
‘The consumption in the River ports was 
abnortally small, no doubt as a result 
‘of the failure of the crops in 1908 and 
the consequent famine, the effects of 
which are still being felt severely slong 
the whole Yangtze Valley. Also 
formerly a very brisk trade in cotton 
goods, woven from our spinningy, was 
done with Manchuria, But since the 
Japanese have obtained the predomin- 
ing influence in that province, this has 
been almost entirely closed to a, 
Furthermore, the high rate of ex- 
change ruling at the 
the year was very much 
ypanese and Indian spinnings, 
October, when exchauge dropped, 
the stocks of Indian yarns were 80 
enormous that local apinnings were 
almost out ot the market, The new 
cotton crop for some time looked ex- 
ceedingly bad, and though it rallied a 
little, ‘the fibre was very lacking in 
strength. Owing to the unsatisfactory 
position of the yarn market thoroughoat 
the year, several of our oldest customers 
had to suspend payment, and we were 
obliged to re-sell our production with a 
heavy loss at a time when godowns 
were filled to overflowing, and. buyers 
could only be tempted by substantial 
concessions. Owing to the entire 
absence of demand, we had to carry, 
during the entire year, a stock ranging 
from 4000—5000 bales. In view of the 
‘very uncertain position of the trade 
at ‘the beginning of the season, your 
directors did not feel justified in buying 
cotton to a large extent but, as things 
turned out, prices rose so steadily, 
that it was impossible to cover 
our requirements of raw material at 
profitable rates, and it was decided to 
curtail the production, which naturally 
means a lose to the mill. Further, 
during the summer months when 
native hands work slowly on acconnt of 
the great heat in the mill buildings, 
your directors deemed it advisable to 
‘close the mill altogether, and take that 
opportunity of thoronghly overhaal- 
cleaning the machinery and 
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Loilers. This was done and they are now 
in first-rate working order. Consider- 
ing all these adverse cireamstances, and 
the fact that during the year under 
review the mill bas been working only 
eight months, whilst permanent charges 
and heavy interest have to be met for 
the full twelve months, you will, I feel 
less gloomy view of the 
wwe placed before you. 
Before proceeding to the passing of the 
report and accounts, I shall be pleased 
to answer any questions that share- 
holders may wish to put to me.

TWENTY-EIGHTH CONCERT. 

Quite the best concert which has been 
heardin Shangbai during the 1907-8 
season was that given by the Deutscher 
Konzert-Verein at the Lyceum 
Theatre on Monday night. The pro- 
‘gramme was full of variety and alive with 
interest from beginning to end, and it 
was evident that great pains had been 
taken to make the evening a success. 
Certain defects there were inevitable in 
the caso of an orchestra which, without 
continually playing together, attempts 
such music as the overtures to Iphigenia, 
awork of extreme delicacy, and the 
Flying Dutchman, in which the con- 
trasts are so tremendous that unless: 
balance and rhythm are perfectly pro- 
served there is apt to be sn occasional 
sense of something lapsed. There 
‘was too often a tendency to play aa 
separate instraments or parts rather 
‘than as ono instrament of many different 
voices which is the effect that an 
orchestra should produce to deserve the 
name ; and enough difference was not 
always made between and pp when all 
the instruments were playing. These 
two demerits were particularly noticeable 
in the Gluck, though it is only fair to 
add that the opening piece on any pro- 
gramme, before the players have warmed 
to their work, is always an ungrateful 
task. 

‘Much amusement was caused by 
Haydo’s Farewell Symphony—the 
piece which the composer wrote for

Two German professors of artillery and 
gunnery and five French engineers will 
be engaged. The Ministry will shortly 
memorialize the Throne on the matter. 
It is reported that already an annual 
appropriation for the expenses of the 
school has been provided for. 

CHINESE IN PORT ARTHUR. 

It is reported from Tientsin that, in 
order to protect the interests of the 
Chinese in Port Arthur. the Waiwupu 
proposes to appoint a Chinese official 
to that port, but that the Japanese 
Minister in Peking strongly objects to 
the appointment. 

A JAPANESE DEMENTI. 

Intelligence from Peking states that, 
in reply to a Note from the Waiwupa 
concerning the agreement between the 
Japanese Government and the Great 
Northern Telegraph Company, the 
Japanese Minister says that the con- 
tract has no connexion with the coast 
line of Chins. 

A POSTHUMOUS HONOUR. 

A posthumous title “Chusog Wu,” 
or Magnanimous and Brave, has been 
granted by the Throne to the late 
General Hsia Hsin-yo in recognition 
of his services to the country. 

GOLD MINES AT URGA. 

A Russian mining engineer is re- 
ported to have asked the Waiwupu, 
through the Russian Minister, for 
permission to develop the gold mines 
at Urga within the territory of the 
T'ushét'u Khanate, in Mongolia, for 
‘a period of twenty-five years with- 
out apy government support. The 
Waiwapu intends to memorialize the 
Throne asking their Majesties to com- 
ply with the request. 

RAILWAY DELEGATES. 

As the Chékiang Railway question 
has been settled, the representatives of 
Chékiang’ and Kisogsu provinces will 
leave Peking to-day (Monday.) 

HIS HONOUR LIANG. 

We understand that his Honour 
‘M. T. Liang, Shanghai Taotai, who 
has been appointed Junior Councillor 
of the Waiwupu, will return to his 
native province (Kuangtung) to visit 
his ancestral tombs before going up to 
Peking to take up his new post. 

THE STAMP DUTY. 

Duke Tsai Tséh, President of the 
Ministry of Finance, is reported to have 
decided that a stamp duty shall be put 
into effect in the fifth moon (June) of 
the current year. HE. Yang Shih- 
hhsiang, Acting Viceroy of Chibli, has 
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been requested to issue instructions to 
this effect. 
THE TATSU MARU. 

A Canton dispach states that Viceroy 
Chang Jén-chun of that City strongly 
objects to the handing over of the Tatsa 
Maru to the Japanese, as she was 
caught, flagrante delicto, carrying con- 
traband into Chinese waters.

China's future Parliament. 

Regarding the four other officials 
whom H.E. Yuan recommends as 
his possible successors in the Wai- 
wapu, Liang Tun-yen is now Acting 
Tanior Vice-President of the same 
Ministry ; Wu Ting-fang, re-appointed 
inese Minister to the U. 8. A., 
‘Mexico, Pern and Cuba last year, is now 
in Washington; Lu Hi 
recently relieved of his appointment in 
the Shniwuch'n and appointed Director- 
General of the proposed Tientsin- 
Pukou trunk line ; while the last one, 
Yuan Shu-hsun, was formerly Customs 
Taotai of Shanghai and only recently 
promoted as the Senior Vice-President 
of the Ministry of the Interior. 
Among the five officials, the first. three 
can and write the English 
language fluently and were fellow- 
collegians at Yale; while the last two 
only obtained their experience in 
foreign affairs through their former 
intercourse with foreigners. 

Since his appointment as. substantial 
member of the Chiinchich’a, Prince 
Chun (brother of the Emperor) has 
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been playing an important part in the 
administration of the Chinese Empire. 
It is believed that this young and 
‘energetic Prince will become the leader 
of the Grand Councillors after the re- 
tiroment of Prince Ching. Since his last 
severe impeachment by the reinstated 
censor, Chao Chi-lin and the subsequent 
retirement of his son, Prince Tsai Chén, 
from the Presidency of the Ministry of 
Commerce, Industry and Agriculture 
last year, Prince Ching, the old dic- 
tator of Chins, has been feeling much 
depressed and has more than once 
personally asked the Empress-Dowager 
for permission to retire into private 
life. Certainly there will be some im- 
portant official chabges in Peking soon.

his condition appeared to improve and 
he was able to recognize friends, he 
never really rallied, and a malady from

CAPTAIN HATHAWAY. 


A’ very sad occnrrence took place in 
the offfces of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship ompany, on the Yangkingpang, 
on Tiesday morning.

you may be able to follow my demon- 
stration better, and understand the’ 
‘uses of the various solutions employed. 

You are doubtless all aware of the 
Principle, and, to some extent, the 
method of working 

THE THREE-COLOUR PROCERS. 

The Antochrome, as also the War- 
ner-Powrie and other processes follow- 

1B, are precisely the same in principle, 
only instead of having to make three 
separate negatives and'superimpasing in 
register, to form the finished picture, 
the whole work is done on one plate. 

Apart from any question of gost, the 
tronble involved and skill required has 
been too much for the average amateur, 
but I hope to be able to show you to- 
aight that by the Antochrome’ process 
natural colours can be reproduced quite 
‘as easily 88 any monochrome result. 

First, as to 

THE PLATES.’ 

The glass is first coated with an ad- 
hesive, on which is spread » layer of 
very small transparent grains of starch. 
They are ell of one size, but are of three 
different colours, one being dyed green, 








another orange, and another violet. 
There appears to be a mther larger 








These grains 
portion hat the light passing through s 
them, combined by the eye, appears 
white and has no trace of colour. 

‘Any on the glass uncovered 
theee ‘greine is filed’ with sows Boe 
black substance ; but, I believe; as now 
made, the grains are subjected to pres- 
sure to squeeze them out-and thus com 
pletely cover the plate; anyhow they 
fare 60 treated that no light can. pass 
throngh the plate, except through: the: 
starch grain screen. After a layer of 
protective varnish, and a.vost of pan- 
chromatic emulsion, the plate is ready. 
for use. 

On making an exposure, the light

All my exposures have been 
‘made on a well-lit verandah, and taking 
this speed of 7, under various conditions 
of light, I have foand it correct ; 80 
with such a sure guide the most difficult 
part of the whole work becomes very 
simple—that of correct exposure. There 
are certain conditions when perhaps 
this guide would hardly be accurate, but 
they need not concern us to-night. My 
exposnres have been made on various 
still-life subjects, coloured prints and 
a portrait, and during the last six weeks. 
They have ranged from the equivalent 
of 30 to 90-secs. at /B, the former 
being in very good light for this time 
of the year. 





Having made our exposure we will gree 


now consider what has happened. We 
will suppose for the purpose of illustra- 
tion that we have for our subject some- 
thiog of » green colour. The light 
this passes uninterraptedly 
through the green starch grains acting 
on the sensitive film behind, bat is! 
stopped by the orange and violet grains, 
leaving the film bebind them unexposed.

DEVELOPMENT, 

which I recommend to be done in total 
darkness, For thie, as in the succeeding 


operations, the makers give particalars| P! 


of the length of time required for the 
various solutions to complete their work. 
The time given for developement is 24 
minutes, and the developer pyro-am- 
monia. They, however, state that the 
various solations should be used at a 
temperature of from 66° to 75° Fahr. 
Allowance should be made for the slower 
action of a colder developer, and at « 
temperature of 60° Fabr. I tried 4 
minutes, which appears to give a cor- 
rectly developed image. 

Weewill now consider the.change that 
has taken place on development, You 
‘will remember that, on the plate, where- 
ever there was a green grain the light 
passed through and acted on the film, 
mhile the other colours stopped the 
light, leaving thet part of the film un- 
exposed. On development, therefore, 
such particles that have received light 
darken, while the rest remain unaltered, 
and we have a result where the colour we 
want is obscured by the black particles 
of silver, aud should we at this stage 
fix our plate, removing the unaltered 
silver bromide by hypo, we should have

® short wash in water, is to immerse 
the plate in a solution of permanganate 
of potash and sulphuric scid, and os 
soon as we have done this our opera~ 
tions can be conducted in daylight. 
The action of the acid permanganate 
reducer is to dissolve away the black 
particles ofisilver, leaving them trans-

developed creamy-looking silverbromide. 
We now have to darken, or develop 
this unaltered silver bromide by means 
jf an amidol developer. This should 
be done in daylight, or very powerful 
artificial light. A time for this is given 
by the makers quite ample for daylight, 
but with artificial light this has to be 
lengthened. I have no doubt that you 
will understand the action of light on 
the undeveloped portions and the dark- 
ening effected by the amidol developer. 
It is very necessary that this second 
developer be complete, otherwise if any 
of the silver bromide be not completely 
reduced th: fade on fixing 
later on. It is, however, » very simple 
matter to decide when complete reduc- 
tion bas taken place.

For the same 
reason a strong stream of water shoald 
not be allowed to fall on the plate 
in the washing that takes place be- 
tween the various treatments and st 
the finish, To avoid bandling the 
plate I use a glass dish, it cao 
then be examined through this withoat 
taking it ont, eo that from the time the 
plate is taken out of the dark slide 
until it is Gnished it is bardly touched. 
No trouble seems to come from using | « 
the various solutions in the same dish, 
the intervening washing is sufficient to 
thoroughly clean it out, and in some 
cases a solution will itself destroy any 
trace of a previous one left. 

PRILLING 
appears to have been # cause of great 
ttouble amonget home ‘workers, but T 
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have had no trouble with it, probably 
fon account of the cold solutions. In 
warmer weather it will probably be 
found advisable to immerse the edge of 
the plate in s melted mixture of bees- 
wax and resin, which will prevent any 
ligaid from working its way under the 
edges of the film. 

As regards - 

POSSIBLE CAUSES OF FAILURE, 
fortunately I cannot speak from 
experience, so I do not propose 
dealing with them. The makers’ 
instructions are very complete, and by 
carefully and intelligently following 
them out success would seem to be 
assured. A certain amount of care and 
of course cleanliness is necessary, but 
this is just as necessary in any photo- 
graphic process. 

T have no doubt that this description 
Sf the process may give you the im- 
pression that it is somewhat trouble- 
some and tedious, and that 

Goo RESULTS 


are not easily obtained, This was my 
impression, notwithstanding all the 
assurances to the contrary, and my 
object in ordering the plaice was, that 
if by any chance I could produce any- 
thing on them, they would prove an 
interesting evening for one of our 
‘meetings. In practice, hower 
the process very simple. Ihave bad no 
difficulty whatever, and the results have 
been quite equal to anything I 
expected possible. As a proof of 
the simplicity and certainty with 
which the process can be’ worked 1 
can give my experiences, I re- 
ceived in all plates, one of which 
Thave with me here to-night exposed 
but undeveloped. Of the remaining 
two, ane was spoiled entirely through 
my own carelessness in making up the 
wrong developer, the remaining ten I 
leave you to pass judgement on 
later in the evening. It must be re- 
membered that the process is quite new 
to me and something different from 
anything I have tried before. I have 
worked up other processes for the pur- 
poses of demonstration at these meet~ 
ings, but it was only after many 
frilures that I obtained success. 

After the lecture, Mr. Longhurst 
proceeded to develop » plate exposed 
Toring the day in the manner explained 
above. The result was very satisfactory 
in spite of the inconveniences inseparable 
from a public demonstration. Other 
‘examples of the process, previously ex- 
posed and developed in Shanghai, were 
also shown.

rectly as its shape, and is a8 visible on 
ordinary inspection ss the colours of a 
painting are. Such » method has been 
it |eagerly sought for but is as yet im- 
1 | posible, nor doe there ee to be any 
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Tine of work that can lead to such « 
result. From this point of view colour 
photography as now practised is always 
8 compromise. 

‘After an exhaustive survey of the 
Inbours of past experimentalists, the 
three-colour process as we know it 
to-day is considered. It is shown that 
the human eye is sensitive to three 
fondamental colours, which may rough- 
ly be described as red, green and blue ; 
all colour is, therefore, » mixtare of 
these three in different proportions. 
‘The accurate imitation of these colours 
in the form of a pigment is the sim of 
the ink and plate manafacturer for the 
reproduction of pictures by the printing 
machine or the camera. 

In referring to the “ Autochrome” 
plate, the author states that it is a 
triumph of manufacturing skill, but 
‘though some very excellent results have 
been attained by it it is readily affected 
by errors of treatment, 

Thus the present practical methods 
of colour photography are “three 
colour” methods, and they do not sim 
at reproducing colour, but only at 
imitating it. If the imitation is perfect 
by daylight it will probably be faulty 
by artificial light, and the perfection of 

depends upon the skill of the 
Il as upon the characteris- 
tics of the method. Moreover, any one 
who is sccustomed to photographic 
manipulations and others with practice 
can work some of the processes, while 
it must be the comparatively few who 
ean ever hope to become skilled in 
applying colours with the brash. 


OPIUM IN HUNAN. 


‘The Rev, G. G. Warren of the 
‘Wesleyan Methodist Mission, Changsha, 
writes to a local correspondent as 
follows: I have recently don 0d 
deal of travelling on the east side of 
Hunan—getting to the extreme south 
border as well as the extreme north. 
‘The proclamations closing the opium 
dens began to take effect in September 
‘and October last. Since then I have 
travelled nearly 2,000 miles by rond or 
boat, Sometimes I have been on the 
in roads that connect the largest 
ies of this and the adjoining provinces, 
sometimes I have been in amongst the 
hills on small cross roads that simply 
lead to small hamlets. I am amazed 
at the effect of the proclamations. 
I fully expected they would be mere 
paper announcements. But I venture 
to say that in some sixteen or seventeen 
different counties through which my 
routes have lain, the position of an 
opiom smoker is altogether different 
from what it was twelve months ago. 
‘There was nothing in Hupeh that I had 
‘ever seen that would compare with the 
facilities afforded to opium smokers on 
‘the roads of South Hunan prior to, 
say, August 1907. Now, there is not 
1 place on these roads where opium is 
easily procurable, Occasionally I hare 
had opium-smoking coolies during the 
past six months—they have invariably 
taken » stock of opium sufficient to last 
the journey. The same thing occurred 
in the case of a boat employee, , He ran 






























short on the journey and hed great! 
trouble and extra expense in getting « 
‘a small quantity at one of the towns- 
I retarned on Saturdsy from a 300. 
mile tramp round the north-east 
‘corner of the province. For over 100 
miles of this I was clean sway from the 
main line of traffic—in places where you 
would scarcely expret Chinese law to 
show much vigour. But conversation 
with the innkeepers and with the guests 
confirmed the tales which I was at first 
inclined to smile at. I returned to find 
‘4 tenant in one of three shops which we 
have recently bought locked up. His 
offence was that at the third watch he 
and two guests were detected smoking 
opium. .Note—The man is an iron- 
smith, and the shop has never been an 
opium den. 

I was at first altogether in- 
credulous of the genuineness of the re- 
form.  Officisls spoke to me with 
shrogging shoulders and the usual 
apologies that they were unable to start 
the refages, feared they could not supply 
sufficient or suitable drags, etc. I am 
more than delighted to find my fears’ 
defeated and a success I had not dared 
to hope for attained. Ofcourse, opiam 
smoking has not been suppressed, It 
has been made s matter of difficulty 
instead of the easiest thing imaginable. 
‘A young man thinks twice to-day before 
he begins to smoke. 

By the way, a very interesting thing 
occurred at one inn at which I stopped 
some twelve miles from this city; two 
roadsters had a fairly large supply of 
opium; they allowed other guests at the

THE WEST CHINA 
MISSIONARY 
CONFERENCE, 

CHENGTU, 


‘We have been asked to publish the 
following account of the West (hina 
Missionary Conference, held at Chéngta 
Tanuary 25 to February 2. 

This, the second conference of mis- 
sionary workers in West China (the 
first being held in Chungking in 1899), 
hhas jnst concluded. It was attended by 
161 delegates representing the twelve 
societies at work in the three provinces. 
There were also twenty-one visitors, in- 
cluding H. B. M. Consul-General 
Fox, Bishop J. W. Bashford, Mr. D. E. 
Hoste, Dr. Arthar H. Smith, Mr. W. 
B. Sloan representing the Keswick 
Movement, and the Rev. G. J. Bond 
of Toronto. At ite firet session the 
conference passed a resolution inviting 
the English-speaking non-1 i 
the city to attend its meetit 
was extended to 
English-speaking Christian Chinese, 
‘and a number availed themselves of the’ 
privilege and, in one case at least, took 
part in the deliberations. 

The officers of the conference, elected 
at the first session, were, Chairmen,

‘Vice-Chairman, the Rev. 0. L. Kilborn;

The headquarters of the confere: 
were the new hospital of the Me ist, 
Episcopal Mission, while the chapels of 
all the societ in Chéngta sere used 
for other meetings, 

Each day began with » devotional 
hour, led by Mr. Sloan, and these quiet 
meetings were greatly appreciated. The 
morning and afternoon were devoted to 
business, while the evenings were main- 
ly left free for committee meetings. On 
er, there was held a

Dr. Arthur Smith 

In reply to a visit from representa 
tives of the conference, His Excellency 
the Viceroy of Szechuan paid = 
personal visit to the conference, and 
delivered a short speech, which he 
said that “of course Chinese Christian 
should be subject to Chinese civil 
authority,” and intimated that the 
church wonld be known by its fruits, an 
evident suggestion as to the necessity 
for careful oversight on the part of 
church anthorities of all their members. 

The first day was devoted to s dis- 
cussion of “the changing conditions in 
China and their effect on our work as a 
whole.” . The subject was admirably 
opened by Dr. Arthur Smith. He 
sketched in his inimitable way some of 
the forces at work in modern China, and 
theo turning to the Christian Church, 
declared that what it must do in China 
‘was to win recognition, respect, approval 
and acceptance, This, and this only, 

izing © country. In 
China we have so far got only the first, 
We must yet gain the intellectual 
reepect of the people as a whole. Hence 
the value of educational work, for 
‘we must capture the intellect of the 
Chinese before we can capture their 
heart.” As yet the church has not 
done one thousandth part of one 
per cent toward the Christianizing 
of China. For this reason he 
emphasized’ the necessity for co- 
operation in missionary work, and pled 
for one united effort to Christianize 
the country. After two admirable 
papers ands lengthy discuesion on 
how best to increase the efficiency of 
the work, resolutions were passed re- 
‘commending to the Advisory Board of 
Weet China that it take steps for the 
opening np of schools for the blind and 
for the deaf and dumb, an asylum for 
the insane, museums, a translation 
bureau, a lsnguage school for new 
‘mission: and a school for mie- 
sionaries’ children, and the use of 
specially qualified men for evangelistic 
effort in the churches. A committee 
‘was appointed to prepare an appeal to 
the home churches for reinforcements, 
‘and later on they presented to the 
conference an appeal which asks for 
twelve hundred new missionaries for 
the three western provinces. 

The second day was set apart 
for the consideration of evange- 
listie work and a number of ex- 
cellent papers were read. The dis- 
cussion that followed centred largely 
around a paper by the Rev. M. Besu- 
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of Spititoal Life.” A resolution 
was adopted, emphasizing’ the impor- 
tance of united intercession for the 
common work and it was urged that 
the castom be revived of setting apart 
some time on Wednesday morning for 
special prayer and that where practi- 
cable the custom be extended to the 
Chinese. 

‘On the third day the edocati»nalists 
held sway. The Rev. J. 
paper'on “ Plans for 
in whichihe outlined the way by which 
for the last two years the Educational 
Union in West China bas been draw- 
1G into one scheme all the educational 
work done by mission: schools. In 
1907 not only were union examinations 
held in‘missivn primary aod secondary 
schools; but land was bought a 
temporary Board of Management form- 
ed for «union university in Chéngta, 
participated in by four missions. This 
work was heartily endorged by the con- 
ference and it was recommended that 
it be further extemded by the »ppoint- 
ment of an educational in«pector, and 
by the establishment in connexion with 
the union university of a firw-closs 
normal school. 






























‘Whatever may have been the indi 
dual interests of the delegates, there is 
+ mo doubt that the central question of 
the whole conference was that of union 
of the Chinese charch. The misvions 
in West China have already, in the 
Advisory Board to which are referred 
questions of debate between missions or 
matters of common interest, and in the 
Educational Union, a larger measure 
of practical union than those in any 
other large ection of China. Dr. Smith 
told the conférence, * You have got the 
union babit,” and the habit appears to 
be growing. One whole day, therefore, 
was assigned to the question. The 








feeling of the committee that prepared 
in the 


the programme was shown 
wording of the subject, * 
Native Church, Union or Federatior 
There was still, however, much donbt 
whether or not so large a body, repre- 
senting sach varied interests scattered 
over 80 vast a territory would be ready 
to consider favourably any scheme for 
church union. But after four sane, 
moderate, deeply spiritual addresses by 
Bishop Bashford, Mr. R. J, Davidson, 
the Rev. O. L. Kilborn and the Rev. 
C. H. Parsons, there was a general 
feeling that was admirably voiced by 
the words of Dr. Smith at @ previous 
session: “Szechuan is to be the 
plough share to show the other provinces 
how to get union. The Lord has 
already prepared you to come together. 
‘The question is, are you all ready to 
give up anything for the progress of 
the Kingdom of God ?"" 

‘A diseussion followed that was by no 
means one-sided. The following reso- 
Jations were then unanimously passed : 

—That this conference adopts as 
one Protestant Christian 
‘Charch for West Chins.” 

“2.—That this conference appoint a 





















body to be called The Standing Com- 
mittee on Charch Union, to consider 
what measures can be taken to further 
this ideal.” Each wission is represent 
ed by two members on this committee. 


Tt has already wet and organized sub- 
committees to consider varions detaile 
preparatory to formalating any defini 
plan for union. 





While these resolutions. in the light 


of the discussions, imply that the mis- 
sions will, as soon aa practicable, work ont 
some plan of church union, it was felt 
that for the present sonre nore definite 
action should be taken leading to an 
immediate drawing together ot the mis- 
sions. A resolution was passed, which 
had the hearty support of many in- 
dividual members of the conference 
who pledged themselves to act aocord- 
ing to it: 

“Resolved, that whereas all Christian 
missions labouring in West China have 
for their aim the establishment of the 
Kingdom of God, and whereas there is'a 
incere desire for wore co-operation and 
‘0 closer union of oar churches, this 
conference recommends the free inter 
change of full members upon a re 
commendation of the pastor of the 
church from which they _come.”” 
“Resolved also that the Standing 
‘Committee on Charch:Union be asked 
to draw up a form for the interchange 
of members."” 

The last. two days wore devoted 10 
number of important subjects, but a 
fortanately there was 
of-time for their - 
nexion with the consideration of medical 
work a resolation was passed urging 
the inclu i 
the union anive 
ing of the West Chit 
Society proved to many 
interesting as they listened to the story 
of the rapid growth of this child of 
the conference of 1899.

the evangétiation of China. This was 
fittingly the closing theme of the 
conference.

fan absence of theory’ and a reectate 
facing of the practical problems, how- 
ever discouraging they might be and, 
mont evident of all, » determination om 
the part ofthe members of the variote 
mintions to find as many points of 
contact with one aptther ax possible, 
‘a8 practical preparation for that more 
formal union‘in the native charch wliich 
the splendid ideal set before every 
missinnary in West China.

LORD ESHER AND 
THE NAVY, 


Viscount Esher has sent the follow- 
ing letter to Mosars. Wyatt and Horton- 
Sunith, founders of the Imperial 
Maritime Leagne, in reply to their 
request that he shoald join the council 
of the Imperial Maritime League : 


2 Tilney-street, Mayfair, W. 
January 22, 1908. 
Gunruxwen,—I have received a letter 
from yon marked “private,” and 
dated January 20, 1908, in which yon 
ask me to allow my name to appear 
‘88 & member of the committee or ooun- 
cil of the Maritime League. ‘To most 
‘of the objects of the league no one can 
take exception, but ite immediate aim 
is « public inquiry into the rtate of the 
Navy. You ask me to join a body of 
persons, all actuated, no doubt, by 
honourable and patriotic motives, who 
‘are engaged in promoting a scheme 
designed to overturn one of the Prime 
inister’s principal collesgues and 
Board of Admiralty nominated by him. 
For it is obvious that a public inquiry 
to the state of the Navy suchas you 
desire to form wonld indicate » want of 
confidence in the present Board of 
Admiralty, which might make the 
retention of office by the board impos- 
sible from the day such an-ingairy was 
granted by the Government. When I 
look at the list of names of those who 
have joined the couneil or committee, I 
confess to having been strack by the 
fabsence from it of any great naval 
authority, or, indeed, of any authority 
whatever upon questions of naval or 
Imperial defence, : 
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Thare are living four stateamen who 
have held the great post of First Lord 
of the Admiralty. All of them are 
men actuated by high motives of patrio- 
tism, and are wen of singularly clear 
judgement. I do not find the honoured 
names of Lord Spencer or Lord Sel- 
borne (to whom South Africa means 
little, if the naval supremacy of this 
country appeared to him to be at stake) 
or George Hamilton or Lord 
Candor (whose patriotism and business 
capacity are above all question’) upon 
your list.

Conipany shall not require the employee 
to work beyood the regular working 
hours of any working days, that is say 
eight and one-half hours per day unless 
it ix absolutely necessary for the due 
falfilment or completion of any work 
urgently required, and the Company 
reserve’ to themselves the right 
of giving or not giving any further or 
extra remuneration for any such extra 
work. 

By agreement between the plaintiff 
and the defendants the written memor- 
andum whereof is obtained in « letter 
of August 26, 1907, it was agreed 
that the defendants should pay to the 
plaintiff « payment for overtime at the 
maximum rate of £10 per month. The 
said letter is open to the inspection of 
the defendants and a copy thereof is 
hereto attached.

since the 10th day of January, 1908, 
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The letter referred to, Which was con- 
stantly mentioned throughout the case, 
read :—

Mr. Teesdale briefly ontlined the 
nature of his defence. Mr. Wilkinson 
then outlined the evidence he proposed 
to call. 

Plaintiff, sworn, stated that he had 
been » bridge erector for twenty years 
His last employment was in British 
Central Africa, where he was paid £45 
a month and given free quarters. He 
was also given overtime. After nego- 
tiations with Pollock & Sons he entered 
defendants’ employment. Witness aaw 
Mr. Silby at home and they discussed 
the tecms of employment and the nate: 
of his work. Witness was asked if he 
would give # price for the labour of 
these two bridges in Shanghai. He 
expleined that it would be impossible to 
give @ price until he had seen the site. 
This pricing of labour was the general 
way of working in England. The man 
who priced the labour found the 
labour only ; the cranes, tools and 
gear were supposed to be found by the 
bridge company. Witness arranged 
with Mr. Silby at Nottingham that he 
would come out here at £30 on piece- 
work ; that he should be asked to 
erect s certain number of tons at a 
certain price and what he brought it 
out at under that woc!d he his own. 
Witness identified the agreement he 
signed. Messrs, Pollock drew up the 
agreement. He was sent a copy 
of an agreement which differed 
considerably from the one he 
signed in regard to the length and 
restriction of service. Defendants said 
that although this agreement excluded 

















witness from working elsewhere in 
China that did not matter, as he could 
go when the bridges were finished. 
Witness was sent to Darlington at £5 
‘a week to see the bridges being made. 
Then he came out to Singapore and 
onward to Shanghai. At Singapore 
Mr. Silby told witness to proceed to 
Shanghai after a short stay st Hong- 
kong. ess's plan of construction 
was adopted, though defendants had an 
alternative plan. Mr. Silby agreed to 
witness's plan being carried out. 
Witness's system was two months 
quicker. At the Chekiang Road 
bridge witness was instructed to build 
the span on the road and float it 
across. He suggested that the old bridge 
should be strengthened and the span 
built in position. The Garden Bridge 
North span, defendants suggested, 
should be built over the centre coffer- 
dam and floated across, and the South 
span erected on the Bund and floated 
over. Witness built the girders in their 
proper position. Witness wrote to de- 
fendants from Shanghai on August 4, 
1907, describing his plan. He also 
wrote on August § objecting to Mr. 
Silby interfering with the labour, 
Witness did not come to any arrange- 
ment until Angust 7, though he was 








‘ial | trying to get Mr. Silby to let him have 


the price work as arranged in England. 
On August 7 he wrote to defendants to 
say that he had come to an arrangement 
with Mr. Silby, Mr. Silby had told 
witness that he would have an oppor- 
tunity of giving « price for the labour. 
Witness told Mr. Silby he had got 
his figures ready, and he estimated 





{the cost at £3,600. Mr. Silby said 


that witness had nearly hit the 
mark, and turning round to the 
safe ‘ssid “Did you say £3,807” 
Witness said“ yes." He said “Our 
figures are £3,200". Witness sug- 
gested splitting the difference and mak- 
ing it £3,500, sharing the difference 
between this estimate and the actual cost 
between himself and the firm, This 
price was to include labour, rivetting, 
and his own salary. In England M 
Silby promised to show witness def 
dante’ figures when he arrived, but 


re} had refused to do so. The interview 


took place on August 23 and witness 
wrote to Mr. Silby the some day, ex- 
pressing satisfaction at the verbal agree- 
ment as to cost of Isbour. Witness 
received aletter from defendante, embody- 
ing this verbal agreement, on August 
26. Witness understood “ conatruc- 
tion” in this letter and agreement to 
mean labour alone ; otherwise £3,500 
would be quite insufficient to construct, 
the bridge. It was not to include Mr. 
Silby's wages ; witness did not know 
what he was paid. Witness hed never 
had to find machinery or tools 
himeelf, though he had erected 
bridges at various prices, from 18s.- to 
50s.- per ton. He was never told the 
cost of defendants’ plant in Shanghai. 
There was penalty of £200 a week 
after December 7. Witness could have 
claimed an extra ten days, but he was 
offered good money to get the bridge 
through in time, and he did 0, though 
‘the material was three months’ late in 
delivery, Of his salary witness has! 


















£9 per month.paid to his wife in Eng- 
land and the rest out here, Witness 
was clear as regards wages to the end 
of September, less the overtime. He 
had not been paid any overtime for 
September. He let it accumulate and 
was paid three months’ overtime (£30) 
in October. A further sum of £9 was 
paid, for overtime, in England; and 
the reroaining £21 had never been paid. 
He had received £30 at the end of 
November, consisting of £10 overtime 
and £20 on account of wages, 80 that 
£1 was owing on them. At the end 
‘of December he was paid £30, but 
the £22 remained unpaid. At the end 
of November Mr. Silby had to go to Pe 
king, but he promised to settle up for the 
piece work on his return, Witness 
completed the Chekiang Road bridge 
jin his absence, and on 














He asked witness to re- 
little longer to arrange tackle 
for withdrawing the piles of the coffer- 
dams, work outside the bridge contract. 
Witness did so by January 7 and 
asked to be allowed to leave by the 
German mail on the 11th. Mr. Silby 
agreed, telling witness to call on the 
afternoon of January 10 to settle up 
for the piece work. Witness went to 
office at 3.45, and after waiting for 
some time met Mr. Silby returning 
from the Shanghai Club. They went 
to the office. Mr. Fallerton was pre- 
sent. An account was produced, which 
was not satisfactory. It was written 
in pencil on a sheet of foolscap. 
One item debited the cost of con- 
struction with witness's passage out 
from England. There was also a charge 
for drawing piles at the North and 
South ends of the bridge. Witness 
objected to these items, and asked to be 
shown a proper account. No other ac- 
‘count had been produced to him. This 
pencil memorandum showed a balance 
to be divided between witness and de- 
fendants of £187 or £189. This left 
witoess about £90, which Mr. Silby 
promised to make up to £100. This 
was about 4.15. ‘itness said that he 
did not want gift, but what he had 
earned, and Mr. Silby said that that 
was all the settlement he would get. 
itness had not sufficient money for 
hotel bill, so he asked Mr. Silby 
for some money out of the £100, say- 
ing that he would get more than that 
at Singapore. Mr. Silby paid bim 
£100 by cheque and snother cheque 
for Tis. 100 for passage moné 
Witness was staying at the Astor 
House. On January 10 he owed the 
Astor House for board, etc., from 
January 1. Witness accepted the 
cheque for £100 under protest. He 
would not sign the receipt because the 
cheque was not properly dated. He 
tore the receipt up. On his return to 
the hotel witness wrote to Mr. Silby 
sending a receipt and complaining of 
the manner in which he hed attempted 
to settle the matter. (Mr. Teesdale 
‘said that it had never been received). 
Witness kept s carbon copy of it ; he 
had posted it to Mr. Silby. As he 
received no reply he sent Mr. Silby an 
express letter on January 13. He had 
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not sailed for Singapore on the 11th 
because he had no money. He received 
‘an answer to this letter, to which he 
replied that he bad placed the matter 
in the hands of his lawyers. Wit- 
ness had asked for accounts made 
up in accordance with his wishes. 
He had never received them, but had 
been shown accounts including plant, 
sores, and Tis. 800 per month salary 
for Messrs. Howarth, Erskine & Co. 
This amount came to over £5,000. 
‘Witness bad written to Singapore. He 
received notice of dismissal on the 
morning of February 25, the return 
day of his writ. Witness did very well 
with the work; he had no complaints, 
but had received testimonials ‘from the 
Monicipal Engineer and the Consulting 
Engineer. (Put in testimonials from 
Mr. ©. Mayne and Mr. H. 
Collinson). Apart from the difficulty 
about cost of construction witness had 
had no difficulty with Mr. Silby or 
defendants. Mr. Silby had promised 
him one of the finest testimonials he 
had ever bad on January 9. Witness 
was ready now to go to Singapore when 
this matter was settled. 
Cross-examined— Witness had been 
in the East before in connexion with 
bridge construction. He knew the 
cost of labour, but not of plant, 
He’ bad never been in touch with 
the cost of plant, tools or stores. 
He was consulted by Messrs. Pollock 
& Co. in regard to the price of 
labour only. It was not necessary 
for witness to sco the bridges to 
arrive at the price. He did not go to 
Darlington to ascertain the cost of 
the plant or labour. Witness did not 
know the salaries of the defendants’ 
staff, Witness would not be surprised 
to hear that the labour of the Chinese 
workmen amounted to £1,874. He 
had never worked with such tackle in 
his life before as that supplied by de- 
fendants. One five-ton crane fell over 
when raising three tons. Defendanta| 
replied to his letter of August 4, 
in a letter dated Singapore, August 
20, stating that Mr. Silby's 
thority was absolute and final, Wit- 
ness clearly understood that Mr. Silby 
was’ the representative of Howarth, 
Erskine and that he was to erect these 
bridges under h  Silby was a 
bit sore about witness's letter of August 
4, and witness apologized for not send- 
ing it through him. On January 10 
witness was certainly not in debt 
to the defendants. He had not even 
received his salary up to December 31. 
He was not indebted to the Company 
for wages and overtime amounting to 
Tis, 184.43. Witness could not go 
to Singapore because he had not the 
money to settle up, and the cheque 
he received was absolutely worthless. 
He left the defendants’ office intending 
to go to Singapore; had he hed 
sufficient money he would have gone 
on the 11th, The defendants asked 
witness to live on the bridge ; every- 
thing was found for bim there except 
food. That was all promised to him 
beforehans 
Re-examined— Witness went to 
Darlington to make soy suggestions 
which would facilitate the construction. 
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Hoarpur’s evidence taken de bene esse :— 
Charles Harpur, chief engineering 
assistant of the Public Works Depart- 
‘ment, stated that he understood that 
plaintiff was employed as bridge erector 
by the defendants. The bridges were 
well and perfectly constructed ; plaintiff 
attended to his work snd was zealous, 
and as far as witness knew, did not 
disobey any orders of the Council or of 
the defendants. Witness did not think 
that the method of floating the bridge 
‘out on pontoons would have been found 
practicable. Had witness had to make 
out an estimate of the cost of construc- 
tion he would have included the cost 
I, of all plant, of all tools 
Iabour, wages, and if 
dismantling work were required he 
would take that into consideration. It 
was customary to estimate bridge con- 
struction by the ton. The steel work 
of these two bridges weighed 1,200 
tons. £3,500 was a low estimate if it 
were to include all the items witness 
had mentioned. He could not say if it 
would be reasonable if tools and tackle 
were not included, ss in an engineer's 
‘estimate these items were not separated, 
The erection of the bridges was carried 
through ‘ creditably short time. 
£3,500 would not be sufficient if all the 
items were included. 

Cross-examined—Witness gave his 
opinion as an engineer and not as 
‘contractor. He could not say if the letter 
of August 26 was usual, aud be would 
not look upon it as a sub-contract. 

Re-examined—The defendants’ tender 
was : for the Garden bridge, @€17,000 ; 
Chekiang Rosd bridge, £7,220; the 
£17,000 included £500 for a tempo- 
rary foot bridge. which was eventually 
erected by the Council. He estimated 
the cost, independently of the steel 
work, to be: the Garden bridge, Tis. 
200,000 ; Chekiang Road bridge, Tis. 
100,000. Plaintiff was on the work 
the whole time. Officially Mr. Silby 
was looking after it. 

This concluded the case of the 
plaintiff. ‘The Court then adjourned 
until 2 p.m. 

On resuming after tiffin Mr. Teesdale 
outlined the evidence he intended to 
call, and read the correspondence that 

passed 














had betweeu himself and Mr. 
‘Wilkinson in regard to the matters in 
dispute. 

Mr. Wilkinson said that he would 
not object to these letters, though he 
submitted that they had nothing to do 
with the case. When, however, Mr. 
Teesdale to read a letter 
marked “Without prejudice” counsel 
sid that this was the first time he had 
ever heard of such a thing being done, 
though he would not oppose it. 

Mr. Teesdale did not read the letter. 
He said that he bad only referred to 
the correspondence st all to show that 
the defendants had been ready and 
willing to arrive at a settlement out of 
Court. He then proceeded to call his 
evidence. 


A. H. Collinson, sworn, stated that b 
was Engineer-in-Chief of the Shanghai- 
‘Nanking Railway and a x.1.c.x. He 
bad hed many years’ experi 
bridges ; probably he had 





perience of 
supervised 





the construction of many hundreds of 
bridges. He was aware that induce- 
ments were frequently held out to 
bridge erectors to do their work expedi- 
tiously. Shown Mr. Bilby's letter of 
August 26 witness said this was an 
arrangement similar to the kind he had 
mentioned. Witness considered that 
the items on the debit side of Messrs. 
Lowe and Bingbam’s sccount were 
items that were properly included. 

Crose-examined—The span of the 
Garden Bridge was about 175 feet. 
The largest span on the railway was 
about sixty feet. Witness bad given 
plaintiff = certificate. He had never 
himself constructed a bridge on the 
conditions mentioned in the letter of 
August 26. Witness in his own 
experience had always debited » certain 
proportion of the plant to the work. 
He had made many contracts for the 
erection of bridges coming out from 
home. His general practice had been 
to let bridge erection at so much a 
ton to a sub-contractor. The price 
ried materially. He bed never 
such contracts to foreigners in 
China. A Chinaman had to erect the 
bridge at eo much a ton and provide 
their own tools, The largest bridge 
witness had to erect was one of twenty 
spans of 100 metres in South America, 
He could not remember who supplied 
e 











anes. 

In reply to his Lordship, witness 
said that the wording of the letter of 
‘August 26 was extremely vague. He 
imagined that an estimate had been 
made for the cost of the erection of 
bridge and that if it were done for less 
‘a bonus would be paid. 

His Lordship—There does not seem 
to be much room for a bonus. 

Witness—I should have worked out 
the cost of erection at £3 per ton, 
including everything—abont £3,600. 
is Lordship—Then how can you 
make it £6,558 es in this account ? 
‘itness—It is £4,916 when the 
credits have been deducted, or roughly 
about £4 per ton. 

His Lordship—Then a contract of 
this kind is absolutely worthless, isn't 
it? Supposing you take this pro 
forma estimate as one you agree to, 
this promise of extra payment is not 
worth the paper it is written upon ? 

Witness—That is so. 

J. E. Bingham stated that he was 
‘an incorporated accountant, and identi- 
fied an account he had prepared of the 
cont of the bridge. The account was 
made up to the end of January. Wit- 
ness had estimated the expenditure of 
the defendants’ staff at Tis. 800 a 
month. These were not the fall office 
expenses ; the full ones amounted to 
about Tis. 1,400, but be only charged » 
proportion against the bridge, though 
he believed he would have been jntifed 
in charging the whole amount. He did 
not charge interest on the capital 
expenditure, as the bridge was not 
completed. In arriving at the value of 
the stock ten per cent depreciation was 
allowed on what was left of the tools 
and plant. Witness was asked to check 
‘an account of the amount due to plain- 
tiff for wages and overtime. After 
receiving a cheque for Tis. 100 on 
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January 4 plaintiff owed the Company 
Tis 284:43, according to this account. 

Cross-examined— Witness had the 
accounts finished on February 8. He 
was not in Shanghai on January 10. 
He. was instructed to prepare them 
about January 20. Witness did not 
remember seeing a pencil memorandum 
showing a sum of £90 due to plaintiff. 
‘He was asked to prepare a cost account 
of the two bridges. He read the letter 
of Angust 26, 1907; it strack him as 
being « little vague. It was not shown 
to him ; he went and asked for it. He 
saw a.number of plaintiff's vonchers for 
coolie labour. Witness included the 
whole cost of bringing Mr. Vickers ont, 
as he understond that he was brought ont 
for the bridge. did not charge 
Mr. Vickers’ education in the accounts. 

His. Lordship—That was probably 
included ip his salary. 

R. P. Silby stated that he was man- 
ager of the Shanghai .brauch of deten- 
dants. , He was « contractor's engineer 
and,ao M. I. M. E. Witness was sent 
home 
things, to interview. the bridge-builders. 
Plaintiff applied to defendants’ agents 
for a.position. Witness asked him to 
come to Londpn, and eventually they 
agreed to engage him. Later witness 
told him that doubtless an opportunity 
of.earning » bonus would be provided.

Plaintiff was entitled 
t+have the matter settled in the first 
available (‘oart, and he could not be 

expected to go down to Singapore 
while the matter was still pending. It 
was obvious that neither plaintiff nor 
defendants meant what the latter now 
claimed when the agreement of Angust 
26 was framed. It was 8 very serious 
matter that plaintiff should be dismissed 
on the return day of his writ, as it 
showed that an attempt was being 
made to freeze him oat.

His Lordship said that so long as 
the contract with plaintiff was in force 
the defendants would have to pay his 
wages.

George Howard Rental deposed that 
he was an assistant engaged at the 
Public Works Department. He remet- 
ered receiving accounts from Messrs. 
Hall & Holtz for the months of Angust’ 
and October. Witness identified the 
receipts produced, dated November 25, 
1907. He paid those amounts per- 
sonally to Edwards. 

In reply to the Court witness said 
that he was quite sure that he paid 
those accounts to Edwards. He 
thonght that it was some time in No- 
vember. 

Cross-exarnined witness said that he 
was under the impression that 
Enlwarda handed the money over to the 
shroff, because he received some change. 

Re-examined witness raid that he 
thought accased banded the whole of 
the money to the shroff and told the 
latter the amount of the bill and what 
change to give.

He remerobered receiving accounts for 
purchases made at Hall & Holtz in 
September and October last. The 
September account was paid in Novem- 
ber to Mr. Edwards who gave him the 
receipt produced. The October account 
was paid in Jannary, also to Mr. 
Edwards. The account for July was 
paid to Mr. Edwards in October, and 
the August sccount in November. 

(‘ross-examined—Witness had dealt 
with Hall & Holtz for about six years 
‘on credit account and alwaye paid 
personally at the ceshier's desk. When 
‘witness paid his accounts he always, as 
far ax he could recollect, received 
change from the shroff. 

Mr. Gregson said that the other 
account mentioned in the complaint was 
that of Captain Gordon who was away. 
Counsel would, therefore, ca'l the shroff 
of Messrs. Hall & Holtz. 

Ching Jung-king stated that he was 
a shroff in the cash sales department of 
Hall & Holtz, He had been there for 
sixteen years. If a castomer came in 
‘and paid cash for what he bought the 
money was given to witness. He signed 
his name on the slip and chopped it. 
Each day he sent npstaire the money 
received on the previons day. ‘The

‘bat when a customer came in and 
‘a bill tho money went to the cashi 
who sometimes told witness to count it. 
Then the cashier took it back and locked. 
it up till the end of the day when 
he handed a lamp sum to witness. 
‘Accompanying each sum of money were 
duplicate slips ; the cashier kept one 
and witness another. Witness gave 
the cashier a receipt for the lump snm.. 
The slips produced were those Kept by 
witness When the money went up 
stairs it was received by a shroff who 
entered it in the accounts. 

Counsel for the defence made an 
application for bail and the Court speci 
fied the amount of two snms, $1,000 
and $500. 

‘The case was then adjourned nntil 
2 p.m. next day.

‘cash transactions, Sums of money were 
not sometimes handed to him before 
te and the receipts to Edwards. 
ents of cash were not made 
poe times during the day. The 
settlement only took place at night. 
He did, however, sometimes, hand 
Edwards receipts for various sams 
during the day and it all went 
against him at night. In the 

ings those receipts were handed 
back to Edwards and another receipt 
given for the full amount. It did not 
occur that sometimes in tho evening 
there was more money than could be 
accounted for. He had not heard of 
the suspense account 

In reply to the Court witness said 
that there were never any mistakes in 
the amounts handed over to him. 

Witness continuing in reply to the 
cross-examination said that under the 
new system he signed for all separate 
‘amounts received. At the beginning 
of the month was the busiest 
time, because at that time he 
had to deal with the ordinary cash 
sales and the payments of monthly 
accounts, Sometimes foreigners seat 
their shroffs and servants to pay 
their accounts. If foreigners were 
there paying sccounte also the Chinese 
had to wait, but witness did not 
then sometimes receive money from 
the Chinese unless Edwards told hit 
to receive it; then he did so and 
might have happened that he received 
money from Chinese and subsequently 
gave Edwards a receipt saying : “money 
In such cases he handed 
« the money over to Edwards. Prior to 

the arrival of Edwards two foreigners 

were employed in the cashier's office ; 
that was long before, bat Edwards took 
over the position frown one man, When 

a customer paid more than his account 

Edwards told witness the amount of 

the account and the amount to be 

handed back. The systems carried out 
with Edwards and with Edwards’ pre- 
t, Lee, were the same. 

Ernest Richard Palmer, secretary of 
Messrs. Hall and Holtz, deposed that 
che had been employed by that firm just 
over ten and s-half years and bad been 
secretary since September 1899. 















































Monies paid for cash purchases were 
Kept by the shroff. Bills paid were 
shown in the department day book and 
went from there to the office day book, 
then to the ledger. Accounts were made. 
out from the ledger but the items were 
taken from the day book. Ledger 
clerks made out the accounts, which 
were then sent to the cashier, who en- 
tered them in the register under the 
month for which they were made out and 
placed a number in the space provided 
on the bill. When an sccount was 
paid personally a customer would go to 
‘the cashier's desk and produce his bill. 
‘The cashier ought to mar 
‘amount in the register in pen: 
he ought to write the number-correspon- 
ding with the name on the foil, and the 
amount. It would be in duplicate by going 
through the carbon. Slips would go tothe 
shroff and the counterfoil would be kept 
by the cashier, at the end of the day. 
‘That was the system as it ought to 
have been worked. The book produced. 
was used as a record of the counterfoils 
from which the totals of money hand- 
ed over to the shroff were obtained. 
Compradore orders were also included. 
When a customer paid by cheque the 
register was marked off in pencil, the 
bill receipted and the number placed on 
the back of the cheque, which was then 
sent or handed to witness. The slip and 
‘counterfoil were the means of convey- 
ing money by numbers only to the com- 
pradore’s office, the counterfoil being 
= record of the amounts received on 
that particular day. The shroff u| 
stairs having received the money mond 
enter it in his cash book and from there 
it would pass on the company’s cash 
book, where the number and the amount 
were entered. Afterwards the cash 
book went down to the cashier so that 
the name might be filled in from the 
register. The amount was posted from 
the cash book into the ledger and raled 
off. The suspense account was one which 
ought in case of mistakes to receive 
to its credit the amount of those mis- 
takes. If customer came in and 
complained that he had received a bill 
already paid and produced his receipt 
‘it would be journalized to the debit of 
suspense and credit of the customers’ 
account. The amount standing to the 
credit of suspense account three years 
‘ago was not large. On March 1, 1907 
the debit balance was $11.01. Witness 
made up the statement produced show- 
ing statements of the suspense account. 
Daring the period beginning on Decem- 
ber 1, 1908 and ending February, 

1908, the credit was $1,304.64 and the 
debit’ $901.98 That represented mis- 
takes cleared up and showed » balance 
of $402.66. Bills were sent out as 
soon as possible after the 25th of each 
month, and after Edwards went to 
hospital, early in February, customers, 
began to come in stating that they had 
paid accounts that they had been billed 
for. Some brought in their accounts. 
‘That was still going on and it began, 
according to the suspense sccount, on 
February 24. The total debit was 
$2,711.79, after the $402 had been ex- 
hausted to clear the balance.

Five months ago Count Okuma, 
at one time Premier and Minister 
Foreign Affairs of Japan, 
urged a Kobe audience to spare 
no pains to extend Japanese com- 
merce in India. In emphasizing 
his point he declared that three 
hundred million people in that 
country were oppressed by Euro- 
peans and were looking for Japanese 
protection. As two independent 
versions of the speech appeared 
simultaneously in the “Japan 
Chronicle” and the “Kobe Shim- 
bun” and were unchallenged at 
the time, there was no reason to 
doubt that the speaker had been 
correctly reported ; but as soon as 
attention was directed in England 
to his remarks Count Okuma 
authorized the stereotyped repudia~ 
tion of the accuracy of the reports. 
Tt must not be regarded as a very 
serious reflexion upon (ount Okuma, 
who is un old man and much 
addicted to public speaking, that 
his démenti launched so long after 
the speech in question carried little 
weight against the testimony of the 
reporters, who, acting independently 
of ono another, could not possibly 
have attributed to Count Okuma 
identical words unless he had 
actually used them. In uny case 
there was little need to attach much 
importance to the faue pas of 
apun’s political free-lance. It 
served, it is true, to call public 
attention to a certain inclination in 
Japan to cast ambitious thoughts in 
the direction of India, but for the 
rest it was merely an unfortunate 
lapse from the friendliness and 
courtesy that might have been 
expected from a politician who at 
one time stood high in his country’s 
esteem. On March 4, however, a 
meeting of the Association of 
Indians in Japan gave Count Okuma 
an opportunity of correcting the 
had impression that the incident of 
the Kobe speech had left on the 
minds of some of his own people 
as well as of others. It could hardly 
have been a coincidence that he was 
chosen to propose the health of 








King Edward in the presence of 
a representative of the British 
Embassy in Tokio, but it must be 
acknowledged that he made the 
most of his opportu: 
‘The whole of his remarks would 
seem to have been devoted to an 
appreciation of Great Britain. For 
forty years, he assured his hearers, 
he had been an admirer or wor- 
shipper of that country, and this 
Sehwarmerei had even led his own 
people to suspect his loyalty to 
Japan. His Anglophil proclivities 
were first inspired by his acquaint- 
ance with Sir Harry Parkes, whose: 
intimate percepti a of the con- 
ditions existing in Japan and his 
earnest endeavours, apart from the 
discharge of his official duties, to 
lead hor wlong the wisest path, had 
merited the gratitude of all true 
Japanese. Japan could never forget 
the valuable assistance she had re- 
ceived from Great Britain at the 
time of her reat administrative 
Restoration. In those days G 
Britain had stood forth a: 
champion of imp 














the 
jialism. 
and the snecess of that cause in 
Japan owed much to her wise and 








sympathetic insight. This record, 
never to he forgotten by his coun- 
trymen, had been maintained and 
strengthened in connexion with 
treatyerovision, when Great Britain 
led the Powers in extending recoy- 
nition to Japan's aspirations. In 
due sequence the Anylo-~Japanese 
Alliance was cemented and a com- 
manity of interests arose that 
embraced territory with which 
Japan had always had traditional 
relationship. From titne immem- 
orial Japan had received from 
India the seeds of her tion 
in the fields of art, literature and 
religion, and India ‘was now gov- 
erned by the ruler of Great Britain 
whose ideal was liberty and justice. 
OF late years the relations hetween 
India and Japan had grown more 
and more intimate. (‘ommerce was 
increasing between them and many 
Indian students were repairing to 
Japan for educational 

This commercial 
fected not only the n 
tions between the two 
also their sentiment one towards 



























the other. At this point insistence 
upon the need for extending 
Japan's commerce in India led 
naturally toa reference to the Kobe 
speech, which, continued Count 
Okuma “had’ been wrongly re- 
ported.” Finally, in order that 
nothing should be lacking in the 
amende honorable, he sought to 
impress upon Indian students that 
it was a most fortunate thing 
for India to have fallen under 
the sway of a liberty-loving and 
just country like Great Britain. 
The rest depended upon the Indian 
people themselves. If their aspira- 
tions towards civilization were 
earnest and strenuous, there could 
he no doubt that they would receive 
at the hands of the benevolent 
Sovereign now ruling over Great 
Britain a full measure of local 
autonomy. 

The warmth of Count Okuma’s 
remarks in Tokio makes the mis- 
understanding that must have been 
evoked by his speech before the 
Kobe Chamber of Commerce doub- 
ly regrettable. We may hope, 
indeed, that the Japanese agénts 
who are now finding their way 
through the length and breadth of 
India. will have had any “ views” 
they may have derived from the 
earlier utterances duly corrected 
before they start on their mission. 
Japan can have no interest in con- 

‘ing her hospitable shores into a 
ical Cave of Adullam for 
Eastern Asia, for there is always the 
dangér that it may in time become 
the resort of “every one that is 
distress and every one that is dis- 
contented” among her own people. 
It is trne that she cannot refuse 
to offer a home to Indian or Chinese 
students who come for educational 
purposes. But when no sharp line 
of distinction is drawn between 
educational pursuits and political 
mtrigue, care should be exercised 
that no highly placed official or pro- 
minent Japanese should associate 
himself with these foreign organiza- 
tions. The identification men 
in the position of Count Okuma 
with a body of Indian students in 
Japan is apt to become a froitlul 
source of misunderstanding, if at 
any time revolutionary documents 
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couched in the terms of his Kobe 
speech and printed by a Japanese 
press are found circulating freely 
in India.

Nearly three-quarters of the “Jour- 
nal of the American Asiatic Associa 
tion” for February is taken up with 
statements regarding the improvement 
of American consular buildings in Chins, 
Japan and Korea, The contention that 
the present accommodation is alike un- 
fitted for the purposes it has to serve 
and ill-designed to increase the respect 
felt by Chinese for American dignity is 
0 reasonable that it is unnecessary to 
lay further emphasis upon it here; al- 
though, when we recall what has been 
done by the pioneers of other nations 
in this and other lands with the most 
rudimentary means, we may be inclined 
to feel that the prestige which depends 
‘on appearance may be overrated. What 
we chiefly notice, however, is that the 
acheme appears to have grown consider- 
ably, if we are not mistaken, since the 
complaint against the Consulate General 
in Shanghai was fret officially recognized 
sit Inst October. ‘The sam 
is to be demanded of Congress

ton, Chefoo, Chungking, Foochow,

requirements and possibilities of each 
port are set forth in detail by Mr. E. 
Root, the American Secretary of State, 
and the proposals for Shanghai are 
minutely explained in a covering letter 
from Mr. C. Denby, the Consul-General. 
The new buildings in Shanghai would 
‘comprise accommodation for the Consul 
General and his family, the United 
Btates Court and gaol, (of the 
present one we read that prisoners 
by the simplest methods of gaol 
breaking have gotten at large 
hen it pleased them to do so"—so 
that others besides Americans are 
interested in reformation on this point), 
for consular offices, post office, Public 
Health and Marine Hospital Service. 
Itis particularly interesting to notice 
that offices for handling Chinese 
emigrants to the United States are also 
contemplated. Into the details of other 
ports we have not space to enter. But, in 
general, two or three main points may 
be noticed. It is manifestly unfair 
that the American Consuls should have 
to pay for their own lodging ; which, in 
the case of Chungking, means lodging 
with some European family. It is bad 
policy, as at C'snton, to leave American 
business to be transacted by another 
nationality for want of proper offices. 
It is unhealthy, as at Amoy, to expose 
your Consul to be swept away by any 
passing typhoon. Finally it is clear 
that Mr. W. H. Taft's tour through 
‘the Far East has began to bear frait 
cot much promise.

BANK ROBBER SECURED. 

The man who broke into the Sino- 
Belgian Bank on Tuesday night and 
stole a large number of bank notes and 
coi now in the custody of the 
Police and practically all the property 
has been recovered. This man, so it 
is alleged, is the perpetrator of several 
other robberies, including the burglary 
at the British Consular Shipping Office 
which took place some time ago. 

The arrest was due to the in- 
formation of a Chinese, and was effected 
by the French Police on the after- 
noon,of the 27th ultimo, It appears that, 
the man now in custody asked a friend, 
who was about to visit Ningpo, to get 
him some notes changed at that 
Port, The man agreed to do so, but 
before leaving Shanghai, tendered one 
of the notes in payment for some fish. 
The vendor of the fish was unable to 
give change for the note, and attempted 
toget change at a native exchange shop. 
There the accountant found that it 
corresponded with the description of the 
notes stolen from the Sino-Belgian 
Bank and gave information to the 
French Police, as a result of which the 
thief was arrested. A quantity of the 
notes missing from the bank were found 
‘on the man when he was arrested, and 
also other money. The International 
Police were informed ; they took the 
prisoner over and he confessed to them 
that be was the man who had broken 
into the Sino-Belgian Bank, the Ship- 
ping Office of H. B. M.'s Consulate- 
General some time ago, and also 
Messrs, Meyer & Oo.'s premises. 

Det.-Sgt. Gibson accompanied the 
prisoner to his home in Woochang 
Road and there found the balance of 
the stolen property from the Sino- 
Belgian Bank and also other notes. 
All the money stolen from the bank has 
been recovered, with the exception of 
several gold The detective has 























stolen from H. B. M's Shipping Office 
and a quantity of stomps which had 
been taken from Messrs Meyer & Co.'s 
office.

THE TRAFFI: IN WOMEN, 


At the Mixed Court on Saturday 
morning, before Mr. Pao Yi (Magie- 
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trate) and Dr. Schirmer (German As- 
sessor), eleven natives (men and women) 
were charged with trafficking in women, 
i.e., purchasing, selling, and disposing on 
commission of Chinese girls and women 
for immoral purposes. Detective-ser- 
geant Vaughan gave evidence showing 
that there existed in Shanghai a gang 
or partnership of men and women 
organized for the purpose, As a result 
of the arrest of one of the female prison- 
ers, information was obtained which led 
to the arrest of the other prisoners at 
No, 2272 Seward Road and No, 911 
Miller Road. All the prisoners were 
concerned as being vendors or purchas- 
ers of women for immoral purposes, oF 
as having acted as brokers on commis- 
sion in such sales. After a lengthy 
hearing, in the conrse of which several 
of the prisoners’ victims gave evidence, 
the prisoners were remanded for sen- 
tence until to-morrow. 





C. M. 8. NINGPO HOSPITAL. 


We have received a copy of the 
annual report of the C. M. 8. Hospital 
at Ningpo, hich is under the charge 
of Dr. A. F. Cole, assisted by a native 
houso surgeon and dispenser. Turn- 
ing first of all to the statistics contain- 
ed in the report, wo find that 529 in- 
patients and 7,401 out-patients were 
treated in 1907, against 503 and 6,880, 
respectively, in 1906. During the year 
under review 387 surgical operations 
were performed ; only ten patients died 
in the hospital, though several others are 

expired at their homes, 








report contains numerous ex asa of 
that ignorance and superstition which 
renders work among the Chinese so dis- 
heartening at times.

OBITUARY. 


‘A remarkable personslity has disap- 
peared with the death of the Rev. Dr. 
Uglow Pope, who passed away

Bom on April 24, 1820, Dr. Pope was 
educated at Bury and Hoxton. Hi 
went out to India in 1839, and took 
riest’s orders at Madras in 1845. After 
forty-two years of missionary and educs— 
tional labour in different parts of South- 
ern India, he returned to England in 
1882, and in 1883 became Oxford dioce- 
san secretary of the Society for the 
jon of the Gospel, and was 
University lectarer in Tamil and Teluga 
at Oxford from 1884 to 1908. The 
Archbishop had already conferred upon 











him the degree of p.v. as far back as| ba 


1864. 

Dr. Pope life’s work (says “The 
Times”) has been to unravel the 
long-lost history of the life and 
thought of Southern India, of a race 
now to be found, in the words of the 
‘Dravidian scholar Caldwell, “ wherever 
money is to be made, wherever an 
apathetic people is willing to be pushed 
aside, there they swarm, these Tamils, 
the Greeks or Scotch of the East." At an 
advanced age he published translations 
of some of the most important 
works in classical Tamil records 
which are preserved, and which are 
quite unintelligible to the ordinary 
Tamil student of the vernacular. The 
result of these labours has been to 
place Tamil scholars in a position to 
undertake a thorough scientific investi- 
os of the historical foundation of 

yuth Indian beliefs. In Mr. Frazer's 
words, “He has traced for us in that 
literature the early advent of the Aryan 
learning into South India, and the lite- 
rary influence of the Jains, Buddhists ;

In no branch of the Government ser- 
vice has there been such rapid i 
rable improvement as the port-offi 
For years, we used to send to Tientsi 
‘a distance of 170 miles, for our mails. 
Later, we entered into partnership with 
some American friends over the border in 
Shantung, and got a weekly service. For 
some months past, we have had a delivery 
‘every other day in our own town, and a 
returo courier calls the same afternoon 
for the outgoing mails. Postal agencies 
been opened in all the large towns 
and cities, and we hear that the ser- 
vice is becoming increasingly popular. 
Probably, it is being ran at ® loss, 
but the convenience and regularity 
of the service must commend it to th 
merchants and others, and withi 
brief period it should be a lucrative 
thing. For the present improvement, 
we have to thank the capable and hard- 
working Postal Commissioner in Pe- 
king, Mr. Tollefsen, who now goes on 
home leave to Norway. Hoste of people 
will wish him @ pleasant trip and » 
speedy return, and be grateful to him 
for adding # much to the comfort of 
life at inland Chibli. Hi jecessor ii 
Mr. Shields, who is fully experienced in 
all postal matters. 

Tt was through no fault of the postal 
suthoritics that one of our mails, and 
that s very heavy one, was robbed 
revently. Letters’ were lost beyond 
hope of recovery, and some newspapers 
were thrown into an adjoining field.

CURRENCY AND THE CROPS. 

Dollars are beginning to penetrate 
into this region. But there are strange 
vagaries ss to their relative value in 
the eyes of the common people. The 
“standing man,” as the British one is 
called, is most popular. Mexicans ‘are 
at s discount. The new Chili dollar 
comes next in favour to the British, 
bat the old Peiyang cannot find any 
favour at all. The new copper coins 
are unknown, and we have still to. bur- 
den ourselves and soil our hands with 
the old copper cash. A. tael now buys 
1,200 eash, or, more accurately, 591 
for each new cash counts two, and 
ing of 1,000 has only 490 pieces in 
this town, and 480 in an adjoining city. 

Side by side with the advent of new 
currency I must unhappily report that, 
there has been much poverty owing to 
the failure of crops for three years in 
succession. Near Peking there is a 
famine owing to floods, but here, 200 
miles away, it has boca due to drought. 
We have’ heard of s fow cases 
of death from starvation, but there are 
many families where nothing but tree 
eaves and grass made into cakes is 
the daily fare, with very little millet as 
« loxury. An official prophesied the 
other day that another year such as the 
last three would mean ® general rising 
against the authorities, as the people 
would be desperate, and starving people 
pay little regard to right and wrong. 
The wheat harvest, fortunately, is very 
promising, and the recent fall of snow 
is an augury of better times this spring. 

‘A NEW SCHOOL. 

The London Mission in the prefecture 
of Chichon is about to open » girls’ 
school bailt by the Arthington Trust. 
It will provide accommodation for about 
fifty girls from the three inland stations, 
all adjacent, of this Society. There will 
bea monthly fee of about sixty cents to 
pay, and the girls will have to find all 
their clothes, bed books and 
stationery. A hospital is about to be 
built at another station, not far away, 
with grant from the same fund, and 
also a Training School for preachers at 
the station on the Grand Canal, Ts'ang- 
chou. It would be difficult to’ estimate 
the good that is likely to accrne to 
China, in varions provinces and con- 
nected with various societies, from the 
beneficence of that eccentric but worthy 
man, Arthington of Leeds.

RUSSIAN RAILWAYS. 


From Our Oton Correspondent. 























St. Petersburg, January 25. 

The Russian Railway Department has 
resolved to raise the price of its fares, 
in which decision the Trans-Siberian 
ronte is almost certain to be affected 
sooner or later. In an interview on 
the subject the Vice-Director of the 
Department says that “ the railways of 
Rassia, notwithstanding the enormous 
passenger traffic, yield every year a 
considerable deficit which is getting 
gradually larger and now reaches several 
tens of millions of roubles. In these 
circumstances the Government had to 
take some steps and the first wns 
naturally to increase the fares, which 
are lower here than in any other country 
in the world. Tn taking this step the 
Government did not forget, however, 











‘that cheap travelling is necessary for 
the people, so that it bas raised the 
third-class fares very little. As, how- 
‘ever, from 80 to 90 per cent of all the 
railway travellers in Russia go third- 
class this slight increase will yield an 
increase in the railways’ revenues of 
more than 3,000,000 roubles: The 
rise in the case of the second, and parti- 
cularly of the first-class fares, will be con- 
siderably greater, because it is generally 
wealthy persons who travel first and 
second and it is these two classes 
which are responsible for the deficit. Al- 
thongh only 10 to 20 per cent of the 
travelling pul go first and second- 
class, this rise in the fares will yield in 
their case abont 7,000,000 roubles a year. 

“ The increase will be as follows: For 
a journey of 160 versts (one verst—=0.86 
miles) the third-class passenger will 
pay 10 kopecks (24d.) more than 
formerly, for 1,600 versts, 40 kopecks, 
and for 3,000 vorsts, one rouble, The 
second-class will be one-quarter dearer 
than the third, and the first-class 
three times dearer than the third. " 

TAR SIDERIAN RAILWAY. 

The Rassian Government has Iai 
before the Dama a bill for doubling 
the Siberian railway at a cost of 
175,000,000 roables. In addition to 
this the Ministry of Communications 
has laid before the Duma a project for 
the constriction of w new railway from 
Tamen to Omsk at a cost of 31,000,000 
ronbles. 

Another railway from near Nijni-Nov- 
gorod to a point near Viatha will create 
another railway system across the north 
of European Rassia parallel to the Tula, 
Penza, Samara and TcheliaBinsk line. 
over which most passengers to the Far 
East go, and it will probably be con- 
structed by an Anglo-French syndicate. 
‘A Mr. Ormsby has been here twice for 
the English part of the syndicate, 
and has been all over the ground 
which the new line is to traverse. 
In spite of the financial depres- 
sien of the country, a considerable 
number of English and French capita- 
lists or their agents, are here in connex- 
jon with mines in the Urals and other 
speculations which are said to be 
profitable.

PIECE-GOODS. 


From Messrs. Insznr & Co.’s weekly Report, dated 
Shanghai, March 12, 1908. 


There has again been » moderate business done in 
grey and white shirtings and some fairly large trans- 
actions in resales of American sheetings, for the latter 
of which holders have accepted prices which represent 
fall of about one mace per piece ; but the sellers i 
instance were perhaps not so keen on obtaining full 
market valoe as on making a large sale in one line for 

spt clearance; there are no other sellers in the 
market at the same rates, and as prices for the het 
descriptions here are about 124 per cent below replacing 
cost, holders are adhering to their former prices. 
Demand from the North is not very active and buyers 
are hoping to obtain bargains by holding off as long as 
possible. 

In yarn the market for Bonibay spinnings is dall, 
and low prices bave been accepted by some of the local 
mills, whilst Japanese spinnings are also weaker; there 
are reports that the f the last named is to be 
stimulated by the inclusion of lottery tickets in the 
bales, but details not occurred so far. 

‘The encouraging feature of the trade generally is 
that deliveries are going on steadily, and it looks as if 
many of the consuming inarkets were recovering after last 
year's protracted spell of what may be called “rest cure.” 

Local cotton is weaker, and the moistare difficalty 
is worse than ever; so bad is it becoming, that some 
deliveries are almost unsafe to store. 

Grey Suintixos 8}-Ib—A moderate demand has been felt 
thronghout the week, and, though heavy rain in the Yang- 
tze valley has impeded business to some extent, a fair 
amount of cargo has changed hands ax follows :—Groen 
Two Boys at Ts.
